“His wife was imploring him to 
put the gun down,” the Sheriff 
said. “He was leaning over the 
foot of the bed. He claimed the 
gun went off as he leaned forward. 
(The bullet struck Mrs. Crabb above 
the right breast.) As she gasped 
for breath, he jerked:the pillow out 
from under her head to make her 
more comfortable. 

“James Crabb then went into his 
parents’ bedroom. His stepmother, 
Katherine Crabb, 27, and he re- 
turned to the door of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Crabb’s bedroom. The step- 
mother then told James Crabb to 
call the doctor. James Crabb took 
the gun and wiped it off and shoved 
it between the mattress and the 
back of the bed.” 

Arrest on Warrant. 

Young Crabb was arrested today 
shortly after the issuance of a war- 
rant charging him with murder- 
ing his bride. A 12-day inquest 
ended today with the jury report- 
ing it was unable to determine the 
circumstances of death, 

The warrant, issued by Justice of 
the Peace Walter E. Schaefer of 
Pekin, was obtained by Glenn L. 
Collison of Champaign, father of 
the young woman. Collison was 
accompanied by Sheriff Goar.

Set for Tomorrow but 
Defense Will Ask for 
Delay. in Pleading.

NEW YORK, March 12. — The 


forthcoming week very likely Will 
be red-lettered by two events un- 
precedented in the golden career 
of the most princely of brokers. For 
the first time, Richard Whitney will 
face.a criminal court to hear him- 
self accused of grand larcény, in- 


volving alleged peculations from 
his wife and the estate of 
father-in-law. Probably: he will be 
expelled from the New York Stock 
Exchange, of which he was presi- 
dent for five successive annual 
terms, and in which he once strode 
with the tread of field marshal of 
the House of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
At 10 o'clock Monday »morning, 
Whitney is due to appear in Judge 
Owen W. Bohan’'s division of the 
Court of General Sessions, when 
he will be charged in a grand jury 
indictment with having appropriat- 
ed securities valued at $105,000 
from the estate of his father-in- 
law, the late George R. Sheldon, 
and from the beneficiaries of his 
will, who are Mrs. Whitney; her 
sister, Mrs. Mary Sheldon Murphy; 
Harvard University and St. Paul’s 
School. Sheldon was president of 
the Union League Club, treasurer 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tee and a Morgan associate. Mrs. 
Whitney, born Gertrude Sheldon, 
was at the time of her marriage 
to Whitney in 1916, the rich and 
attractive widow of Samuel Stevens 
Sands, son by a former marriage of 
Mrs. William E. Vanderbilt Sr. 


Witnesses Against Whitney. 

As witnesses against Whitney 
have been subpenaed Mrs, Murphy, 
Robert J. Rosenthal, cashier of his 
firm, Richard Whitney & Co., and 
officials of the Central Hanover 
Bank & Trust Co., co-trustee and 
executors with Whitney under 
Sheldon’s will. 

It has been arranged by the 
broker’s counsel that a week’s post- 
ponement will be requested for en- 
tering his plea to the indictment. 
The motion probably will be grant- 
ed. 
At 3:15 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon Whitney has been summoned 
to appear before the Governing 
Committee of the Stock Exchange 
to answer an accusation of con- 
duction “apparently contrary to just 
and equitable principles of trade.” 
No hint has been divulged as to 
whether he will present himself, 
or permit the verdict to go against 
him by default. These hearings 
have always been private, but 
there has been considerable pres- 
sure to make this a public affair. 
The probability appears to be that 
precedent will be followed. The 
trial will be held in the stately 
salon of the Governing Commit- 
tee, which, fretted with gilt and 
carpeted in dark red, would do 
honor in luxury to Louis XIV. If 
found guilty, the former president 
of the exchange may be suspend- 
ed or expelled.

DID NOT KEEP FAITH 


Fuehrer in Letter to Musso- 
lini Promises to Respect 
Italian and French Fron- 
tiers But Remains Silent 
as to Others.

ROME, March 13.—(Sunday.)—/|: 


Italy’s Fascist Guard Council gave 
its approval today to Adolf Hitler’s 
Nazification of Austria. The Coun- 
cil’s approval was expressed in a 
communique issued after it had re- 
ceived Hitier’s promise that Ger- 
man expansion to the South would 
stop at the Italian frontier. 

German troops today reached 
Brenner Pass, strategic gateway. be- 
tween Austria and Italy. 

In a personal letter to Premier 
Mussolini Hitler embodied a simi- 
lar promise to France, but gave no 
assurances he would respect fron- 
tiers of other countries. 

Hitler’s letter, which he sent to 


Mussolini by special emissary, was). 


read to the Council by Count Gale- 
azzo Ciano, Foreign Minister. 

The Foreign Minister informed 
the Council that Italy had rejected 
a French proposal for concerted ac- 
tion in the Austrian situation. 


Italian Communique. 

“The Italian Government has, for 
obvious reasons, determined not to 
interfere in any way in Austrian 
internal affairs,” the Council's com- 
munique said, adding: “The Grand 
Council emphasizes especially that 
the (Austrian) plebiscite was or- 
dered without previous notice by 
Schuschnigg. Not only was it not 
suggested, but not even approved hy 
the Italian Government which had 
no knowledge of it, neither with re- 
gard to method nor substaxce. 

“The Grand Council considers 
what has happened in Austria the 
result of a pre-existing situation and 
an open expression of the senti- 
ments and will of the Austrian peo- 
ple, confirmed in an unequivocal 
manner by the striking public mani- 
festation with which the events 
have been greeted.” 

Of the French proposal the com- 
munigue said: “The grand council 
takes note of the rejection by the 
Fascist Government of the French 
suggestion for concerted action, 
which being without foundation 
and without possibility, would have 


succeeded only in rendering more 


difficult the international situa- 
tion.” 

The letter from Hitler was read 
to newspaper men while the Grand 
Council and Premier Mussolini 
considered the international situa- 
tion in another part of the palace. 
The council had heard the com- 
munication half an hour earlier. 


Blame Laid on Schuschnigg. 
Ciano indicated Italy had no re- 
recent Austrian 
events. He told the grand council 
that Kurt Schuschnigg, former 
Austrian Chancellor, had not in- 
formed Italy either on his talks 
with Hitler at Berchtesgaden, Feb, 
12; or his decision to hold a ple- 
biscite.

The Reichsfuehrer, at last 
master of his native land, took 
personal possession of his south- 
ern neighbor in a bloodless coup 
which startled Europe, 

Hitler saved his crowning 
triumph until tomorrow, when he 
will make a dramatic entry into 
Vienna. 

Tonight he remained in Linz, 
about 80 miles from Vienna. 

The boisterous welcome in Ling 
was impressive, but Vienna’s 
greeting to her new chieftain to- 
morrow was expected to be even 


‘more dramatic, with even more 


soldiers, tanks and planes. 


Square Named for Hitler. 
Already the city hall plaza in 
Vienna has been renamed Adoif 
Hitler square. After a turbulent 
day of reorganization in govern- 
ment offices, Vienna Nazis turned 
out for a torchlight parade. 

His entry into Austria and 
plans for his arrival in Vienna to- 
morrow were all carried out with 
Hitler’s great sense of showman- 
ship. He delayed his entry into 
Linz until the waiting populace 
had been worked into emotional 
frénzy. 

The new Nazi Chancellor of 
Austria, Arthur Seysz-Inquart, 
greeted Hitler by proclaiming the 
repudiation of the treaty of St. 
Germain which forbade the union 
of Germany and Austria. 

The treaty of St. Germain which

When Hitler's automiobile slowly 
crossed the Inn River bridge sep- 
afatinig Germany and Austria near 
Braunhau, of the northern frontier 
of Austfia not far from Czéchslo- 
vakia, church bells pealed a greet- 
ing and thousands eheered, With 
him were Gen. Wilhelm Keitel, 
commander-in-chief of Germany's 
artied forces; Heinwich Himmiler,

For half an hour Hitler stopped 
in Braunau to visit his birthplace.

YOUTH CONGRESS SEES

President Sympathetic but 
Won't Indorse Plea Against 
Military Drill.

their transactions. The system was

Stock Exchange Acts.

An officer 
was dispatched to Washington to 
apprise the Securities and Exchange 
Commission of the situation. On

The - board 
found also that they had caused 
corporations to be formed—Dr. 
Rust Dentists Laboratories, Inc., in 
one case, and Dr. Dowell Dentists 
Laboratories, Inc., in the other— 
and that these corporations en- 
gaged in the same practices as 
charged against the dentists indi- 
vidually. 

The principal defense of the 
dentists at the hearings was that 
the advertising complained of had 
not been by themselves but by cor- 
porations, and that therefore they 
were not culpable under the new 
dental practice act, which went 
into effect a year ago. 

Board’s Disinterest Attacked. 

The dentists contended also in 
their defense that the board was 
not a disinterested party, as re- 
quired by law, as it had hired an 
investigator who eventually filed 
the complaints, and that the board 
had therefore, in effect, filed the 
complaints itself. 

Drs. Rust and Dowell, in a joint 
statement yesterday, said they 
would continue practicing pending 
appeals to the Circuit Court and, 
if necessary, to the Supreme Court. 
They declared they had photostatic 
copies of minutes of board meet- 
ings last winter which showed “the 
board had decided to revoke the 
licenses before a hearing was ever 
held or any evidence taken.” This 
charge also was made by the den-

Senate Almost Unanimously 
Rejects Assembly Resolution 
to Free Convict.

SACRAMENTO, Cal, March 12.~ 
The California State Senate killed 
by an almost unanimous voice vote 
tonight an Assembly-absorbed reso- 
lution to pardon Tom Mooney, cone 
victed of the 1916 San Francisco 
Preparedness day parade bombing, 

The Senate debated the measure, 


which was similar té one it rejected 
last year, only -a few minutes, 
Chairman W. P. Rich of the Rules 
Committee, which reported the 
resolution unfavorably, then moved 
that it be tabled. Only a few “nays” 
were heard. 

The action at least temporarily 
disposed of the question as to 
whether the Legislature had the 
power to pardon. Senate concur- 
rence was necessary to technical 
enactment. ; 

Remaining before the Assembly, 
however, was a resolution asking 
Gov, Frank F. Merriam to pardon 
Mooney. The Assembly also passed 
a resolution of that nature a year 
ago, but the Senate likewise voted 
not to concur, 


Senator Andrew W. Schottky, 
who spoke briefly in opposition to 
the measure, said both the Attor- 
ney-General of the State and -the 
Legislative counsel had ruled the 
legislative branch of Government 
could not exercise the power of 
pardoning felons. 

Climaxing two days of controver- 
sy, Mooney supporters marshalled 
the necessary 41 votes for assem- 
bly passage early today. 

The final vote came several hours 
after Charles Goff, San Francisco 
police captain and a leading prose- 
cution figure in the trial 21 years 
ago, appeared personally before the 
Assembly to contradict statements 
made to it Thursday by Moorey 
himself when he appeared under 
subpena. Mooney repeated to the 
Assembly his story that he -was in- 
nocent and had been framed by 
union-hating San Franciscans. 

“I didn’t frame Mooney or any 
other man,” Goff told the Assem- 
bly.

. The immediate destiny of the 74,- 

000,000 Germans and Austrians 

seemed to be—one Reich, one 

language, one Fuehrer, but for the 
present two chancellors — Arthur 

Seysz-Inquart in Austria and Field 

Marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Mamed acting chancellor in Ger- 

many during Hitler’s absence. 

Der Fuehrer is widely expected 
next to turn his steamroller tac- 
tics toward Czechoslovakia, where 
there are 3,500,000 Germans in 
whom Hitler has proclaimed his in- 
terest. 

Troops Stream Into Austria. 

With the first streak of dawn 
company after company of infan- 

storm troops and motor- 
ized divisions, which had been con- 
centrated on the border yesterday, 
started to miove across the fron- 
tier. At dusk they still were pour- 
ing across at Salzburg, Kufstein, 
Mittenwald, Passau, Scaernitz and 

Seefield. Thousands more were 
concentrated at Munich and a 
large part of the Bavarian police 
ost was mobilized along the bor- 

er. 

Many German planes were 
swooping over Austria. There was 
terrific activity at the Munich air- 
port. Two squadrons of 30 planes 
each left there to drop Nazi leaf- 
lets into Austria’s larger towns. 

D. N. B. (official German news } 
agency) reported that a German 
motorized detachment had arrived 
at Brenner Pass, on the Austro- 
Italian border, this afternoon and 
made friendly contact with the 
Italian frontier guard. It was to 
this pass that Premier Mussolini, 
then a protector of Austrian inde- 
pendence, sent troops in 1934 at 
the time of the abortive Nazi 
putsch in .Austria. 

More Popular Than Ever. 

Hitler's personal popularity 
seems probably never to have been 
greater than since the reading of 
his proclamation on the seizure of 
Austria. He is known to have 
profound contempt for the protests 
of western democracies against his 
“politics by force.” A semi-official 
announcement in Berlin disclosed 
that the Reich had rejected French 
and British representations against 
the Austrian seizure. 

Hitting at European appease- 
ment solutions that would involve 
colonial questions with thé 
trian issue, Hitler said: 

“If ever solutions of colonial 
questions are today made depend- 
ent upon the right of self-determi- 
nation of lower races involved, then 
it is unbearable that six and a half 
million members of an old and 
great Cculttired* nation, due to the 
character of their regime, shall en- 
joy even less rights than these.” 

The union of all Germans is 
something which every German at 
heart desires, no matter how crit- 
ical he may be of National Social- 
ism. That Hitler has managed to 
brin ganother 6,500,000 persons into 
the German fold appears to com- 
mand the respect even of his en- 
emies. It is generally agreed here 
that Austria’s former Chancellor, 
Kurt Schuschnigg, made the mis- 
take of his life by’attemping to call | 
a plebiscite on Austrian independ- 


ence,

All ask: “What's going to 
happen? 

Babies Named After Hitler. 
Three babies born today in a 
Vienna hospital are named Adolf.

“into quiet channels by way of 
mutual accord.” 

In “flagrant violation of his 


had ordered a plebiscite. The Am- 
bassador contended that the details 
of this plebiscite showed that 
Schuschnigg was doing nothing 
less than attempting to “subjugate 
the National Socialist part of Aus- 
tria.” 

- ‘The Ambassador added that the 
plebescite decree caused wide un- 
rest in the country and aroused 
the indignation of National Socal- 
ist members ,of Schuschnigg’s cab- 
inet who had not been consulted 
before the plebiscite Gecree was is- 
sued. 

“It is a very intioadtinn situa- 
tion,” Dieckhoff told reporters prior 
to his interview with Hull. “In or- 
der to prevent a catastrophe, Seysz- 
Inquart (Austrian Minister of the 
Interior), asked the German Gov- 
ernment for military and police re- 
inforcements, and in view of the 
chaotic situation the German Gov- 
ernment complied with this re- 
quest.” 

Dieckhoff said he thought that 
President Wilhelm Miklas of Aus- 
tria “might carry on.”

WOODRING SAYS WATCHWORD 
OF FOREIGN POLICY IS PEACE 


War Secretary, in Florida Address, 
Declares U. 8. Needs Serene 
Domestic Front Now. 

‘By the Associated Press. 

ORLANDO, Fla., March 12.—Sec- 
retary of War Harry H. Woodring 
urged tonight, in an address to the 
Young Democratic Clubs of Fior- 
ida, that “all be serene on our do- | 
mestic front” while the internation- 
al situation is “uncertain and dis- 
turbing.” 

“We believe that our represent- 
ative democracy is ideally suited to 
the needs of free Americans,” he 
said. “We Want no dictatorship, no 
Communist state, no corporate gov- 
ernment, no totalitarian nation, or 
any other alien political institu- 
tion. We are satisfied with our re- 
public.” 

Woodring told the young Demo- 
crats that the “watthword of our 
foreign policy is peace.” 

“Not peace at any price,” he con- 
tinued, “but peace with honor and 
dignity, peace with the preserva- 
tion of our territorial and moral 
integrity, peace with security. 

“We seek no quarrel, we have 
no thought of aggression. We covet 
no territory. We ask for ourselves 
only what we gladly accord all oth- 
ers—the right to live in amity with 
all the world, the right to preserve 
our domestic institutions,,and re- 
spect for the rights and privileges 
granted us by existing treaties and 
by international law.”

Province at Hancheng, about 75 
miles north of the river's “big 


| bend” where the Japanese were 


trying to cross and cut the Lunghai 
railway. 

Nea rthe “big bend,” the Japa- 
nese continued to shell Tungwan, 
Lunghai railway city and gateway 
to Southern Shensi. They also bom- 
barded Wensiang, a short distance 
to the east on the south bank of 
the river. 

A fight between Chinese guerril- 
ja troops and a Japanese gunboat 
was reported at Hohsien, Yangtze 
River town, near where the United 
Btates gunboat Panay was bombed 
and sunk by Japanese last Decem- 
ber. The Japanese said they cap- 
tured 700 Chinese and took 20 junks 
lbaded with 40,000 bags of salt. 

Japanese military authorities 
again raised the controversial ques- 


‘tion of foreign territorial rights in 
China. Claiming jurisdiction over 
' all persons in Chinese territory un- 
Mer Japanese occupation, the army 


issued a warning against the trans- 
fer of Chinese-owned property to 
foreigners.

in Juarez Pistol Fight 
Over Politics. 


By the Associated Press. 

JUAREZ, Mexico, March 12, — 
State Senator Angel Posada of 
Juarez was shot and killed and 
three other persons wounded here 
today in what police described as a 
dispute arising from political dif- 
ferences. : 

Gen. Rodrigo Quevedo, former 
Governor of the State of Chihua- 
hua, was lodged in jail as an in- 
vestigation was begun. 

The wounded are Jose Quevedo, 
brother of Gen. Quevedo and former 
Mayor of Juarez, which is in Chi- 
huahua across the Rio Grande from 
El Paso, Tex.; Narciso Talamantes, 
brother of Gov. Talamantes of Chi- 
huahua, and an unidentified 8-year- 
old child who was struck by a stray 
bullet. 

The pistol fight suddenly broke 
out as the group conferred in a 
Juarez hotel lobby. 

Narciso Talamantes told Alfonso 
Suarez, Federal District attorney, 
that he and a brother, Alfonso Tala- 
mantes, and Senator Posada, met 


| Gen. Quevedo and his brother on 


the hotel steps. 

“Senator Posada said to the Gen- 
eral, ‘hello, General,’” Suarez quot- 
ed Talamantes as saying. “Sudden- 
ly the General struck Senator Po-. 
sada. The Senator hit him back. 
The General then drew a pistol and 
shot Senator Posada through the 
heart and stomach. Then there 
was a burst of shooting. I don’t 
know who shot.” 

Alfonso Talamantes, who was not 
injured, is Juarez tax collector. 

The two groups are understood 
to represent opposing factions in 
city and state politics, but the spe- 
cific cause for the shooting was 
not brought out in the Federal in- 
vestigation.

He singled out 
some of his co-prisoners, among 
them Sharangovich and told the 
judges, “the group here before you 
does not represent the bloc.” 

“I deny belonging to them,” he 
shouted. “I never knew them. I 
never discussed any bloc activities 
with them. All were connected with 
the bloc one way or another. But 
they are not the bloc.” 

Blames Yagoda for Mufder. 

Bukhari blamed Yagoda for the 
murder of Gorky. His own confes- 
sion, he explained, was from de- 
spair in prison. 

“Tt was not the evidence that 
broke me down,” he argued, “It 
was the solitude in prison.” 

Bukharin turned also on some 
other fellow prisoners, particularly 
Akmal Ikramov, former political 
boss of the Central Asiam Uzbek Re- 
public, 

“TIkramov accuses me of want- 
ing to give Turkestan to Engjand 
for nothing,’ he sneered. “I am 
charged with being a criminal but 
nobody ever has accused me of be- 
ing a fool.” 

He accused the prosecutor, An- 
drei Y. Vishinsky of “cooking-up” 
murder charges against him, “lit- 
erally in a few hours,” but in the 
end he closed with an expression 
of faith in Stalin and the world rev- 
olution. 

“The Second (Socialist) Interna- 
tional and Trotsky will defend me,” 
he cried, “but I decline this de- 
fense for I am on my knees before 
my country before which I am 
guilty. 

“The success of my country ts 
certain. That is what matters. It 
is not the destiny of a repentant 
criminal that matters. It is the 
world revolution. 

“Stalin has the country with him. 
He is leading it toward a beautiful 
new world.” 

Long Live Communism, 

The finish of the courtroom 
drama conformed to the formula of 
its predecessors, as had most of its 
sessions. 

One of the accused, A. P. Rosen- 
goltz, former Commissar of For- 
eign Trade, concluded his farewell 
words with: 

“Long live the Bolshevist party 
undér the leadership - of Stalin! 
Long live Communism in the whole 
world!” 

The hopelessness of the accused 
was typified by Rosengoltz’ re- 
marks. 

“I say farewell to my own coun- 
try,”*he said, concluding his plea.

SAN PEDRO, Cal. March 12,—/j 
Tons of provisions, ranging from 
cigarettes to fresh vegetables, were 
rushed out today to the gray war- | 
ships of the United States fleet, in | 
preparation for the big annual ma- 
neuvers in the Pacific. : 

The more grim provisions—shells, 
explosives, torpedoes, bombs—are 
already in the magazines. They 
will not be used in the maneuvers, 
but they are always stowed within 
handy reach. 

Admiral Claude C. Bloch, com- 
mander-in-chief, will take the 
United States fleet out to sea Mon- 
day. When he took command sev- 
en weeks ago, he told officers and 
men their only reason for being 
was being ready to fight. 

Now he is going to put 150 ships 
and 500 warplanes through six 
weeks of hard work to determine 
the fighting fitness of .the 68,600 
officers and men aboard. Other 
ships at Hawaii will join the 105 
leaving here. 

The warships, under sealed or- 
ders, will move out as two oppos- 
ing fleets. The main battle line of 
dreadnaughts will be the Black 
Fleet, commanded by Admiral E. C. 
Kalbfus, battle force commander. 
His mission in the first problem of 
the maneuvers will be the estab- 
aa of a base in hostile terri- 

Vice Admiral W. T. Tarrant, with 
the navy’s most~ modern craft, is 
the commander.of the defending 
White Fleet. This comprises the 
newest heavy cruisers and the 
great sky cruisers, the 5000-mile pa- 
trol bombers. 

The whole fleet will continuously 
move westward for another impor- 
tant battle in the maneuvers, the 
attack on the Hawaiian Islands, 
scheduled to break about March 23.

NEW YORK, March 12, — Max 
Baer, the wise-cracking Californi- 
an who was crossed off the list of 
title contenders three years ago, to- 
day was back ir. the midst of the 
heavyweight picture, ready — and 
able—to make twce million-dollar 
gates bloom where only one sprout- 
ed before. 

Baer, on the strength of his two- 
fisted victory last night over Welsh- 
man Tommy Farr, has been prom- 
ised a September title bout with the 
winner of the Joe Louis-Max 
Schmeling championship match in 


June. 

“My agreement with Farr and 
Baer was that the winner would 
get the September date with the 
winner of the uis-Schmeling 
fight,” said Promoter Mike Jacobs. 

Ancil Hoffman, Baer’s manager, 
added: “The papers for the Sep- 
tember fight. were drawn up to- 
day.” : 

Delays, prolonged negotiations 
and curiosity over Schmeling’s abil- 
ity to repeat have made the Ger- 
man’s return go with Louis a “nat- 
ural,” bound to do a million dol- 
lars’ worth of business, no matter 
where it’s staged. The personal 
magnetism of Max Baer, backed up 
by the obvious earnestness of his 
comeback, may do as much for his 
meeting with the winner. 

Jeers, Laughs and Cheers. 

For Papa Max wasn’t fooling, al- 
though he may have fooled the 
skeptics, when he said he was com- 
ing back after the crown he let slip 
off his curly head in 1935. The 
near-capacity crowd that turned 
out to see him thump Farr at the 
Garden will bear witness to that. 

Th eBaer who slugged with both 
hands from start to finish, who 
three times floored the man neither 
Louis nor Jim Braddock could 
bring down, looked like the same 
Livermore Larruper who pounded 
Primo Carnera into a helpless hulk 
and stopped Schmeling.

The “Iron Man” first baseman 
today agreed to play this year for 
$39,000, the terms offered him by 
Owner Jacob Ruppert earlier in the 
week. Manager Joe McCarthy an- 
nounced the glad tidings after word 
from the Yankees’ New York of- 
fice. 

While failing to get the salary 
he desired, Larrupin’ Lou has the 
satisfaction of knowing he is the 
second highest paid player in 
Yankee history. Only Babe Ruth, 
who got as much as $80,000 during 
his heyday, has ever taken more 
out of the Colonel’s pocket in one 
year. 

There was no bonus for signing. 
Last year, when Lou accepted $36,- 
000, the Colonel made him a pres- 
ent of $750 for coming to terms. 

Gehrig originally asked for a 15 
per cent increase or $41,400. He 
cut his demands to $40,000 at a con-

Declaring that the increase grant- 
ed “approximates 5 per cent,” the 
association said this “is entirely in- 
adequate to meet the critical situa- 
tion which faces the railroads.”

It was the duty of 
these carefully chosen scholars to 
make a unified whole out of the 
learning of the time. They spent 
their lives studying those funda- 
mental principles,’the violation of 
which brings ruin. Their logic 
Was as unassailable as the eco- 
nomic and legal logic of today. 

“They had. the same distrust of 
immediate practical advantage, 
the same fear of mysterious and 
impending moral disaster lying in 
wait to destroy the national char- 
acter of a people who deserted 
fundamental principles to gain 
present ends. The medieval physi- 
cian could see no profit in saving 
a man’s body if thereby he lost 
his soul. Nor did he think that 
any temporary physical relief 
could ever be. worth the violation 
of the fundamental principles of 
medicine.” 


Bleeding to Cure Human Ills. 

And so, as the author goes on 
to tell, the learned men of the 
University of Paris stood by the 
established remedies of the times. 
The only way to rid the body of 
‘noxious vapors and humors in 
the blood which were the _ root 
of the illness” was to bleed them 
out. “Of course, patients sick- 
ened and died in the process, but 
they were dying for a medical 
principle, so it was thoroughly 
worth-while. To depart from that 
principle would have had the

RESSURE on Congress for. an investiga-

‘Here should be noted two other recent 
developments lending weight to the growing 
demand for a thorough and impartial ex- 
ploration of al the official acts and financial 
transactions of this huge agency which al 
ready has spent nearly $200,000,000, on a 
program likely eventually to require $300,- 
000,000 more, 

First is the fact that for the last three 
fiscal years, in which T V A has spent 
or incurred obligations to spend $181,- 
000,000, Congress has not had an inde- 
pendent audit of how this money was 
spent or obligated, but only T V A’s 
own reports. 

Second, the long-smoldering feud be- 
tween Chairman A. E. Morgan of the 
T V A board of directors on the one 
side and the other two members, David 
E. Lilienthal and Harcourt A. Morgan 
on the other side has flared up with 
such bftterness and intensity, with 
charges and recriminations, thut Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has taken a hand in it, 
obviously realizing that its effect is to 
arouse doubt and suspicion in the’ public 
mind. 


Although the inquiry Which the President 
undertook to conduct Friday. without much 
success was not ditected to matters of policy 
on which many congressmen have based their 
demands for an investigation, it served to 
show the seriousness of the conflict within 
the board.

Opinions Differ Widely 
On Method of Inquiry. 


There are wide differences of opinion as 
to how the investigation should be conducted. 
Senator George W. Norris of Nebraska,

fox one. He introduced a resolution Jan. 3, 
calling for an inquiry by the Federal Trade 
Commission. This was just after Chairman 
Morgan had appeared before a Federal con- 
demnation commission at Knoxville, Tenn., 
and testified that the other two directors 
had been willing to compromise a claim of 
United States Senator George Berry of Ten- 


nessee, for $5,000,000 or more for the sub-, 


merging of marble deposits he had under 
lease near Norris Dam. The commission 
subsequently held the marble deposits were 
commercially worthless and recommended no 
award. 

But Senators H. Styles Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, and William H. King (Dem.), 
Utah, thought they smelled a mouse—that 
Senator Norris was proposing a “whitewash” 
of T V A—so they jointly sponsored a.reso- 
lution for an investigation by a committee 
of five Senators to be appointed by Vice- 
President John N. Garner. 

There are five other. resolutions for in- 
vestigation pending. Representative Maury 
Maverick (Dem.), Texas, generally classed us 
an ardent New Dealer, introduced three of 
them. One was a companion to that of Sena- 
tor Norris for an inquiry by the Federal 
Trade Commission... His latest, however, 
would turn the job over to a joint committee 
of the House and Senate. On Feb. 7, he 
made a speech in the House charging T V A 
with having favored large industrial corpora- 
tions and monopolies with long-term con- 
tracts for cheap electricity at the expense of 
the taxpayers and giving other reasons for 
a sweeping investigation. 


Charges Maverick 


Wants Investigated. 

To the ordinary citizen who wants to know 
what all the shooting is about the specific 
charges set out in Representative Maverick’s 
resolution will be of interest.. They are: 

The Authority (T V A) has made im- 
proper and improyident contracts with 
industries. 

Farmers and other domestic consu- 
mers in the region have been deprived 
of electricity.

The board of directors has ‘been re- 
luctant or unwilling fully and accurately 
to disclose the policy of the board. 

The actions and policies of the board 
encourage law suits by private power 
com panies. 

Substantial numbers of employes of 
the.

Private Firms Obtained 


More Than 70 Per Cent of Power. 

In the Post-Dispatch article of last Oct. 
10,,already referred to, was published:a table 
showing how the electricity generated by 
T V A, in the fiscal year endiag last June 
30 was distributed. This showed that out 
of a total of 731,587,192 kilowatt hours, 
only 11.3 per cent was delivered to ultimate 
consumers (homes and businesses) through 
agencies which were required to.pass on the 
saving in the way of low rates controlled 
by T V A, and that more thar 70 per cent 
was delivered to private utility corporations 
and industries which could use it for their 
own profit without restriction. The pub- 


lished report of T V A which was not issued , 


until Dec. 31, showed only slight variations 
from these figures. 

At the close of the fiscal year a’ very 
small amount of the output was being sold 
direct to large industries. Several large 
contracts had been signed, however, calling 
for a maximum capacity of 222,000 kilowatts 
when the system’s installed capacity at the 
time was 348,000 kilowatts, and deliveries 
under the contracts are now being made. It 
should be pointed out that court injunctions, 
since dissolved, prevented. several lange mu-

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| WHAT WILL BRITAIN SAY? 

When Hitler rode into Austrja yesterday, the na- 
tion’s sovereignty dropped dead at his feet. The inde- 
pendent Republic that had been carved out of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire by the Treaty of Versailles 
ceased to exist as a bona-fide, self-governing political 
entity and the Austrian land and people reverted to 
their ancient statis of “Mark im Ostland”—or East- 
ern Frontier—of the German Reich. 

History repeats itself, however, with an inverted 
significance, What Charlemagne established as 4 
bulwark against the predatory hordes from the East 
becomes the ugly spearhead of a thrust from the 
West. And it is Czechoslovakia, the last refuge of 
democracy in Central Europe, that must take the 


first blow if the thrust is carried through. 


With Austria effectively Hitlerized, Nazi looks 
at Nazi across a stretch of country only about 100 
miles wide. A good half of Czechoslovakia is wedged 
in the jaws of its putative enemy. This means that 
if Hitler chooses to advance and Czechoslovakia 
chisoses to meet force with force, she will have to 
fight on three fronts. The circumstances are des- 
perate, if not hopeless. Will she choose to fight? 
The answer seems to lie with France—for Italy, 
at the moment@is out of the picture—which is 
another way of saying that it must come from No. 10 
Downing street. eThe answer will certainly be no 
easier to make than it has been in the past. But 
with every extension of Hitler’s power, the issue be- 
comes less and less easy to evade. : 

It has been possible for the responsible Govern- 
ment of Great Britain to argue that the propitiation 
of Hitler, however humiliating, was better than 
the risk of plunging Europe into a war. Perhaps 
the same reasoning will prevail if, and when, the 
"German Fuehrer starts his envelopment of -the 
Czechs. But with each turn of events, the question 
must be rephrased into clearer and more unmistak- 


able terms. 

What it may amount-to in a very short while is 
this: | 
“Will Great Britain allow the German nation to 
become the admitted first Power in Burope?” 

It surely should be evident by now that the usual 
diplomatic negotiations have no meaning, except as 
window-dressing. “Mein Kampf” is by far the most 
reliable guide to the German Fuehrer’s methods and 
intentions. In the Pan-German dream which that 
remarkable book elaborates, the prospective fate of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia and the Ukraine has been 
unmistakably indicated. 

Clearly then, the next move is up to Great Britain. 
It is a terrible dilemma that she faces. Which is 
the better statesmanship—a threat of war if Germany 
goes beyond a prescribed limit, or an equivocal posi- 
tion that will protect peace today, but may make the 
ultimate use of force that much more inevitable? 

Meanwhile, of course, the Nazi Government is 
once more speaking softly while going about the 
consolidation of the Austrian coup. Believe it or 
not, Germany is concerned only with relieving the 
distress of Austria and no unfriendly act toward 
Czechoslovakia is being considered. 

This is worth what it is worth—which is pre- 


distress of the Austrians is perfectly symbolized by 
the cat-o’-nine-tails which began to fall upon the 
backs of Vienna factory workers the moment 
Schuschnigg resigned. Germany’s intentions toward 
Czechoslovakia are still best described by “Mein 
Kampf.”

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REORGANIZATION AND MERIT. 

A warning which will be disregarded only at a 
heavy cost is sounded by Robert L. Johnson, presi- 
dent of the National. Civil Service Reform League, 
in his letter to Senator Byrnes of South Carolina, 
sponsor of the administration’s bill to reorganize 
the executive agencies. What Mr. Johnson fears is 
that civil service provisions will be lost sight of in 
the wrangle over the controversial features of the 
reorganization plan itself, > 

This danger does exist and it is well that Mr. 
Johnson has pointed it out. There is further cause 
for alarm, moreover, in the current attitude of the 
Senate toward the merit system. At the behest of 
Civil Service Enemy No, 1—Senator McKellar of 
Tennessee—the Senate has amended the independent 
offices appropriation bill so as to make some 30 
Federal agencies happy hunting grounds for patron- 
age seekers. 

Here, then, is another reason for employing the 
approach of the House of Representatives to the 
problem of administrative reorganization. It is the 
House which will stop the McKellar amendment if 
it is stopped in Congress, and that same House can 
better be trusted to protect the merit system in the 
reorganization of the executive offices and agencies.

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LEGISLATIVE PARDON FOR TOM MOONEY. 
Tom Mooney is back in the news and this time 
there is reason to believe that he may at last be on 
his way to release from the prison bars which have 
held him since his conviction for the preparedness 
parade bombing in San Francisco in 1916.

He is not responsible for a pupil's failure to 
pass. He is responsible for making the pupil 
strenuously desire to pass. 

He is a good salesman. He knows the goods 
he has for sale are the market’s best. 

He knows his job {is most important. Every 
course and every meeting of every class is, in 
Emerson’s words, “a divine opportunity.” 

He is a master of realism. He imparts infor- 
mation, quantities of it. He does it method- 
ically and his method begets method in his stu- 
dents. 

Every worth-while teacher looks forward to 
working harder and harder as long as he lasts. 

Gaiety, hilarity, jocundity characterize a good 
teacher. 

Should a teacher consider himself invincible? 
A fair question. “Do whatever you are afraid of.” 
The poet, Gray, was asked: “If writing causes 
you such pain, why do you do it?” “I think 
better of myself when I do.” 

The good teacher must find his joy in think- 
ing that he is preparing both himself and his 
students for a successful life, a victorious life. 
He will accept nothing less. 


The full text of the address may be found in the 
volume, “Shaping Men and Women.” It should, in 
our opinion, be compulsory reading for all the teach- 
ers in our public schools. 
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GET AT THE WHOLE TRUTH. 

The Copeland resolution calling for a congres- 
sional investigation of the maritime unions, which 
the Senate passed last week, has been attacked by 
John Brophy of the Committee for Industrial Organ- 
ization as having no other purpose than the destruc- 
tion of these unions. This may be considered a 
partisan view. But, on the other hand, there is ample 
reason for believing thkt Senator Copeland’s motive 
is affected by something more than a concern for 
the safety of passengers at sea. 

The Senator’s campaign for the mayoralty of New 
York consisted almost entirely of attacks upon labor 
unions, and his activities in the Senate, with espe- 
cial reference to the seamen’s labor organizations, 
have reflected the same virulent anti-labor bias. 

It is not condoning the excesses of labor to say 
that Congress should not let itself become an agency 
for thwarting the efforts of working men to or- 
ganize. That being so, any congressional investiga- 
tion, if one should be considered really necessary, 
should bring the whole maritime picture into the 
canvass—charges of improper activity by the steam- 
ship companies in labor relations, as well as the al- 
leged illegal acts of the unions,

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A COSTLY ROAD PROGRAM. 

A subcommittee of the Citizens’ Road Association 
of Missouri met in Jefferson City Thursday to con- 
sider a future highway construction program. No 
definite action was taken. The meeting adjourned 
until next Wednesday. During the discussion it was 
disclosed that a preliminary report of engineers 
connected with the State-wide Highway Planning 
Survey, now nearing completion, suggested a program 
calling fér an expenditure of $600,000,000 over a 20- 
year period, an average of $30,000,000 a year. 

That is a lot of money. It exceeds our State high- 
way expenditures of the past 20 years, which were 
$400,000,000, by 60 per cent, according to figures 
quoted by Roy F., Britton, president of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri, In the 20-year period, 
during which we built our present highway system, 
our yearly expenditure was $21,000,000. The sug- 
gested program would require an annual expenditure 
of $30,000,000. 

Mr. Britton thought the people of Missouri would 
have to be shown the need for such a tremendous 
investment before they could be expected, or fairly 
asked, to approve and authorize it. To be sure, the 
whole enterprise is still in the chrysalis of recom- 
mendation. It will, necessarily, be debated at length 
before that admirable organization, the Citizens’ 
Road Association of Missouri, sponsors its submis- 
sion to the people.

Japan, “land of paradoxes,” shows striking political inconsistéhcies, says writer; Prime 
Minister, of “divine” royal descent, and head of a parliamentary Government, must 
take extreme care against assassination; though a liberal, he finds his choice of 
policy narrowed by necessity of avoiding offense to numerous militaristic factions.

APAN is the land of paradoxes par ex- 

cellence. The average Japanese attends 

to his business in an ultra-modern office 
in one of the immense “buildings,” modeled 
after the American skyscrapers. After of- 
fice, he hurries back home to his paper- 
walled doll’s house, exchanges hig impecca- 
bly cut suit of clothes for the ancestral ki- 
mono and, forgetting comforts and leather 
armchairs, reclines on the straw mat to 
listen to the jazz broadcast from an Ameri- 
can station—unless it is the day of the ob- 
ligatory visit to some shrine, where this 
same ultra-modern gentleman will prostrate 
himself and perform all the complicated rit- 
ual of ancestor worship. 

Tokio, and its 6,000,000 inhabitants, is in 
every way a modern metropolis. Yet in its 
heart rises the mysterious and inaccessible 
Imperial Palace, the abode of the 124th de- 
scendant of goddess Amaterasu, founder of 
the ruling dynasty. So sacred is his person 
that when he drives through the city, his 
subjects dare not even raise their eyes to 
look at him. But this same demigod pre- 
sides at the opening of Parliament and de- 
livers a long speech on mundane matters, 

Among Japan’s paradoxes is the recent 
appointment of another demigod to the pres- 
idency of the council, To understand the 
prestige enjoyed by 46-year-old Prince Fumi- 
maro Konoye, we must delve into Japanese 
mythology and learn that he is a descendant 
of god Amenokoyama-No-Mikoto, the most 
notorious god of the Japanese Olympus, who 
gave birth to Minigino Mikoto, grandson of 


the same goddess Amaterasu, who founded. 


the ruling dynasty. .

This eminently modern demigod resides in 

a mansion which is the last word in fortress 

construction, although outwardly there is 


‘nothing to distinguish it from the surround- 


ing houses. The Premier’s residence has 
been described as “the murder-proof house” 
by a witty English journalist, and this it is 
indeed. -Thick steel walls protect its inhabi- 
tants from attacks from outside. Secret 


+ passages and trap doors insure the flight to . 


safety in case of uprisings. A complicated 
system of electric signals provides alarms 
and calls for help at the slightest danger. 

The Premier’s private studio is entirely 
armored and in his bedroom he has but to 
press a button, and the bed, together with 
its occupant, will disappear instantly, 

These precautions are necessary in Japan, 
torn by a fierce, century-old antagonism 
between militarists on one side and states- 
men and capitalists on the other. We think 
of the fate that befell the Okada Cabinet, all 
members of which were assassinated in 
1936—all but Okada himself, who owed his 
life to the self-sacrifice of a devoted brother- 
in-law, a General, who crept into the Pre- 
mier’s bed and allowed himself to be killed 
in his place, But the events of 1986 were a 
warning to Okada’s successors and Prince 
Konoye prefers to take no chances, espe- 
cially as his appointment took place at a 
most difficult moment. 

The position of Japan at present is indeed 
fraught with dangers. The Chinese cam- 


paign may well lead to international com- 


plications,. In the best of cases, it will cre- 
ate such hatred for everything Japanese 
in China, that Japan's business world is 


looking into the future with the gravest ap- 
prehension. Financial difficulties dagsken 
the horizon in the interior, for Japan’s inter- 
nal debt is soaring upward catastrophically. 
The burden of public affairs which rests 
upon the Premier is overpowering. 

No other country has so many para-mili- 
tary, ultra-nationalist and anti-parliamen- 
tary organizations as Japan. Their number 
is said to amount at least to 130, with a to- 
tal membership of well over 100,000,000. A 
large proportion of the membership is re- 
cruited in the ranks of the army. There is 
hardly an. officer in Japan who does not 
belong to some secret. society, all of which 
are terroristic and aim to overthrow parilia- 
mentarianism and set up a dictatorship, 

Every time, in fact, that the militarists 
decide to “purge” the atmosphere of pacifist 
and moderate currents, they begin by point- 
ing their guris at the Finance Minister and 
the Premier who is backing bim, and this 
is why the Emperor, following the advice of 
his wise old counselors, had this gun-proof 
dwelling built for his Premier. 


The present situation arouses apprehen- 
sion even in court circles. More than ever, 
a policy of wise prudence seems impera- 
tive, and it is the hope that Prince Kono- 
ye’s prestige will enable him to reach the 
desired compromise, 

Prince Fumimaro is very well educated, a 
good linguist and well informed on European 
affairs and cultural matters, 

His father died when he was 13, leaving 
his family a legacy of many debts. Without 
regard for his past services, the creditors 
despoiled the family ruthlessly. This dual 
misfortune left deep marks in the psyche 
of th® young Prince, who at a very early 
age began to realize the injustice of certain 
social inequalities. 

Later, he entered the University of Kyoto, 
but soon exchanged it for Tokio, to attend 
the lectures of Prof. Kawakami, known for 
his Socialist ideas and interest in Marx. 
Under the influence of his teacher, and im- 
bued with the ideas of Tolstoy and Kropot- 
kin, the young Prince became so democratic 
that he wanted to renounce his title. Only 
the firm oppositiqn of his family and the 
whole clan prevented him from doing it. 

But he found a stanch defender in the per- 
son of the almost legendary Prince Saionji, 
the last representative of the old “genro,” 

In 1919, Prince Saionji went to Versailles 
as Japan’s delegate to the Peace Conference. 


He took Konoye, who was then 28, as his 


secretary, thus offering the young man a 
unique opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the background and wire-pullers of 
European politics, 

Like many modern statesmen, Prince 
Konoye holds the view that the state should 
take an interest in every manifestation of 
national life. and direct all the activities of 
the people into channels best suited for the 
common weal, But at the same time, he is 
an adversary of violent measures and be- 
lieves that this aim can be achieved pro- 
gressively, by persuasion rather than co- 
ercion, His theory is that there are no 
panaceas for all evils and that each of these 
must be attacked separately, even though 
the method requires patience and persever- 
ance, | 


The All-Pervasive Machine ; 


From the Kansas City Times. 


HE preliminaries out of the way, Kansas 

City turns to the election of March 9 
that will decide the type of city government 
for the next four years. Many issues are 
obvious; but some of the most important 
are intangible, things felt by thousands 
but not easily expressed in stump speeches, 

Outwardly, Kansas City compares favor 
ably with other cities of similar size. It is 
a city of fine public buildings and beautiful 
homes, set in a forest. Visitors comment 
on its beauty. Sometimes they comment 
also on an undercurrent of something wrong 
that has nothing to do with beautiful build 
ings. This something wrong is the sense 
of machine domination that pervades the 
whole community. It is one of the basic, 
but intangible, issues of the campaign, as 
intangible as self-respect. 

It is machine domination when the people 
of Kansas City believe (with reason) that 
the only way to get things done is to work 
through the machine, to “See your precinct 
captain” or “See one of the higher-ups.” The 


same is true when vague fears are 80 gene ¢ 


eral that stories of machine reprisals against 
its opponents spread daily, “I knew a man 
who wouldn’t buy——” and so it goes. The 
important point is not the fact that some 
of the stories may be exaggerated or untrue. 
It is more important that the community 
is so completely aware of machine dom 
ination that it is ready to believe almost 
anything. 

It is machine domination: 

When public officials frankly represent 
the interests of the machine, however they 
may conflict with the interests of the public 

When leading business men say in al! seri- 
ousness, “I don't want to stretch out my 
neck.” 

When persons drawing old-age assistance 
or other relief say, “I’m afraid I will be cut 
off if I vote against the machine.” 

When little merchants say, “I will gs? 
along to avoid.trouble with inspectors.” 

When persons needing legal help are ad- 
vised, “You had better get a machine law 
yer.” 

When laboring men say, “You have to be 
right with the precinct captain to get a jod. 

When persons all over town say, “I will 
vote for the coalition if I can be sure thé 
vote is secret.” 

It may be repeated that, however exas- 
gerated some of this feeling may be, this 
fact stands: A sense of machine domination 


}pervades the whole community. A lars® 


proportion of the people of Kansas City 
lack the sense of independence of action 
and thought that is supposed to go with 
democratic government.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Early 
returns from three farmer referen- 
da gave overwhelming majorities to- 
night for marketing quotas on cot- 
ton and two types of tobacco. 

More than 90 per cent of the votes 
tabulated from 11 of the 19 cotton 
states favored the quota system, A 
two-thirds majority of the farmers 
yoting is required to put the control 
system into operation. The, ballot- 
ing on the tobacco quotas was some- 
what closer but more than the re- 
quired two-thirds majority were af- 
firmative votes. 

Unofficial returns from 658 of the 
pation’s 1500 cotton counties gave 
1,019,499 votes for cotton quotas and 
17872 against. States included in 
this tabulation were Florida, Geor- 
gia, Kansas, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, Tennes- 
see, South Carolina, Texas and Vir- 
ginia. 

The flue-cured tobacco vote, from 
426 counties, was 100,250 for and 
15.595 against. About 300,000 farm- 
ers were eligible to vote. Thirty- 
nine fire-cured tobacco counties 
gave 19,175 for and 5531 against.

One could not adopt 
their remedies without adopting 
their principles any more than the 
United States today can develop 
national power without becoming 
like the Germans under Hitler. And

Communism and Fascism hang 
over soil Conservation and crop in- 
surance today.” 

Employers and Employes. 

One of the passages which has 
attracted particular attention is 
that which deals with the American 
business man. In it as elsewhere in 
the book Prof. Arnold uses the 
rhetorical device of the past tense 
to describe the present—a trick 

sed to good advantage a genera- 
tion ago by Veblen with whom the 
present author is quite evidently 
familiar. Parts of the passage fol- 
low: 

“In the United States the mytho- 
logy used to be very simple. The 
predominant figure was the Ameri- 
can business man. The national 
Government had to imitate him. 
Whenever it failed, people became 
alarmed. A business man balances 
his budget. Hence the unbalanced 
budget which was actually pulling 
us out of the depression was the 
source of greater alarm? than ad- 
ministrative failures which were 
actually much more dangerous. 

“The American business man 
was independent of his fellows. No 
individual could rule him. Hence 
the ‘rule of law above men’ was 
symbolized by the Constitution. 
This meant that the American busi- 
ness man was an individual who 
was free from the control of any 
other individual and owed alle- 
giance only to the Constitution. 
However, he was the only indi- 
vidual entitled to this kind of free- 
dom. His employes were subject 
to the arbitrary control of this di- 
vinity. Their only freedom consist- 
ed in the supposed opportunity of 
laborers to become American busi- 
ness men themselves. 

Fiscal Way of Thinking. 

“It is this mythology, operating 
long after the American business 
man has disappeared as an inde- 
pendent individual, which gives the 
great industrial organization an es- 
tablished place in our temporal 
government. Every demand of 
these great industrial structures 
is referred to the conception of the 
American business man as a stand- 
ard. 

“Thus pension systems for great 
corporations are all right provided 
business men inaugurate them, 
Economic coercion is permitted 
provided these heroes accomplish 
it. Boondoggling of every kind is 
subject to no criticism if business 
men finance it. Charity and wel- 
fare work, provided they are used 
to portray business mien in their 
softer and more sentimental moods 
are lovely things. When under- 
taken by the Government, they are 
necessary evils because such activ- 
ity impairs the dignity and pres- 
tige of our great national ideal 
type. 

“Coupled with the national heroes 
in every institutional mythology is 
the national devil. Our devil is 
governmental interference.. Thus we 
firmly believe in the inherent mal- 
evolence of Government which in- 
terferes with business. Here are 
people who are not to be trusted 
—they are the bureaucrats, the 
petty tyrants, the destroyers of a 
rule of law.” 

Right to Waste Money. 

Continuing to use the past tense 
to describe the present, the Yale 
professor presents a sharp contrast 
between the benevolence of taxation 
by private organizations and the 
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wickedness of taxation by Govern- 
ment. 

“The folklore of the day pro- 
tected any expenditures, however 
fantastic, from investigation or 
criticism, provided they were made 
by great industrial organizations,” 
he says. “Such spending was con- 
sidered that of a free individual 
spending his own money. The same 
folklore hampered Government ex- 
penditure by correlating it with the 
unpleasant symbol of the tax 
gatherer. 

“Another difference between Gov- 
ernment spending and the spending 
by’ private organizations was that 
when the Government wasted, it 
was wasting the taxpayers’ money. 
When a railroad, or a public utility, 
wasted, it was wasting its own 
money—which, of course, every free 
individual has a right to do unless 
you are willing to change your ‘sys- 
tem’ of government and adopt ‘so- 
cialism.’ Of course, the great in- 
dustrial organizations collected the 
money which they spent from the 
same public from which the Gov- 
ernment collected. However, in the 
case of a public utility, or textile 
concern, or a building corporation, 
the collection was voluntary, since 
men could go without clothes, light 
or houses.” 

The logical content of: creeds 
never realistically describes the in- 
stitutions to which the creeds are 
attached, Prof. Arnold writes. To 
support this he says that “every 
phrase in the Constitution designed 
to protect the submerged individual 
has become an instrument for the 
protection of large organizations,” 
and then goes on to show how the 
due process clause, designed un- 
questionably to protect individuals 
from arbitrary criminal prosecu- 
tion, has been relied upon by cor- 
porate enterprise to forestall social 
and economic reform and regulation 
by government. 

What he thinks about anti-trust 
regulation boils down to this: the 
anti-trust laws have enabled men to 
look at a highly organized ..nd cen- 
tralized industrial organization and 
still believe that it is composed of 
individuals engaged in buying and 
selling in a free market. The fault, 
he finds, is not with the laws but 
the way of thinking of business 
men who have made the laws a part 
of the “folklore,” and having done 
so, have proceeded to provide an- 
other illustration of conflict be- 
tween principle and action. 


Random Observations. 


The following observations, tak- 

en at random, show how the Yale 
law professor applies his psycholog- 
ical point of view government and 
social ideals: 
- Capitalism: “In our rational and 
sophisticated age the devil and hell 
become very complicated. The true 
faith ig Capitalism. Its priests are 
lawyers and economists. The devil 
consists of an abstract man called 
a demagogue. He is the kind of 
person who refuses to be moved by 
sound economists and lawyers,” 

Communism: “What was called 
heresy in the Middle Ages is called 
Communism today, but the essential 
ideology of the argumentative at- 
tack, then, as now, is identical.” 

Supreme Court: “By confusing 
and delaying every exercise of na- 
tional power to solve national prob- 
lems, the Supreme Court gave great 
spiritual comfort to those who 
feared the exercise of natiqnal pow- 


er. It enabled them to attack these 
new Government activities from a 
mystical point of view and veo 
avoid discussing the unple t 
facts which made these new activ- 
ities -necessary,” 

The Constitution: “In this coun- 
try we like to think that we decid- 
ed: to write down all our govern- 
mental principles in one ‘document 
called the Constitution. Actually, 
the Constitution consists of thou- 
sands of documents written at vari- 
ous times. Yet since our origin as 
an iridependent nation centered 
around one historic event, we em- 
phasize what was written at that 
time and call it a written Constitu- 
tion. This folklore has caused 


many naive books to be written.” 

Legal skill: “The most careful 
and scholarly lawyers, leaving out 
of consideration the limitations of 
the Supreme Court as an organiza- 
tion, proved conclusively that the 
Wagner Labor Act would be de- 
clared unconstitutional.” 

Henry Ford: “Had Ford followed 
current beliefs at any time, hé 
would never have built his plant. 
He did not understand the compli- 
cated fiscal world of the economist 
and hence it did not hamper him.” 

Lincoln and Roosevelt: “Individ- 
uals can become symbols only in un- 
stable times. Lincoln would never 
have been the great myth of na- 
tional unity had it not been for the 
Civil War. Roosevelt has a less 
secure place because the aspira- 
tions which he represents are less 
concrete.” 

Arnold’s Career; He Has Frequent- 
ly Aided Administration. 

HURMAN WESLEY ARNOLD, 
T autnor of “The Folklore of Cap- 

italism” and “The Symbols of 
Government,” was born 48 years 
ago in Laramie, Wyo., the town 
made famous in the ‘80s by the 
humorist, Bill Nye. He received 
his bachelor’s degree at Princeton 
in 1911 and his law degree at Har- 
vard in 1914, the year in which he 
also was admitted to the Illinois 
bar and began to practice in Chi- 
cago. After a period of World 
War service, which brought him 
the rank of First Lieutenant in the 
Field Artillery, he returned to Lara- 
mie to practice there until 1927. At 
the same time he was a lecturer 
on law at the University of Wy- 
oming,ethis period also including 
terms in the Wyoming Legislature 
and as Mayor of Laramie. 

He again left Wyoming in 1927, 
going to the University of West 
Virginia as dean of its College of 
Law. Three years later he was 
called to Yale as a visiting profes- 
sor and in 1931 he was made a 
member of the Yale law faculty. 
During his first year at Yale he 
was a member of the advisory com- 
mittee on Federal Court study for 
the Wickersham Commission. 

Since the advent of the New Deal 
in Washington, he has been more 
or less continuously an administra- 
tion aid. In 1933 he submitted a 
plan for farm relief to: Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace, and after 
the enactment of the A A A, he 
was special assistant to its general 
counsel in suits involving its con- 
stitutionality. Later he was spe- 
cial assistant to Attorney-General 
Cummings in tax and anti-trust 
matters. 

He married Miss Frances Longan 
of Sedalia, Mo., in 1917, and is the 
father of two boys.

TAX CONCESSIONS 


Senate Committee Head 
Proposes Removing All 
Vestiges of Undistributed 
Profits Levy. 

ALSO FOR FLAT RATE 

ON CAPITAL GAINS 


Suggests Broadening of In- 
come Base and Lower 
Surtaxes in Higher Brack- 
ets.

WASHINGTON, March 12, — 
Chairman Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, proposed today that tax re- 
lief to “encourage new investments 


and melt much frozen credit” go 
far beyond the administration-ap- 
proved provisions of the House tax 
bill. His committee will begin its 
study of the House measure Mon- 
day. 

Harrison declared the undis- 
tributed profits tax should be killed 
in its entirety. 

“While the House retained only 
the skeleton of the undistributed 
profits tax,” his statement said, 
“the remains will haunt business, 
and its complete removal and re- 
turn to a sufficient flat corpora- 
tion tax is preferable. It is sim- 
pic> and more understandable.” 

Harrison said also that the cap- 
ital gains provisions of the bill 
whioh the House approved yester- 
day should be revamped to substi- 
tute a flat rate for the present 
sliding scale. 

Fight Expected. 

Administration leaders were ex- 
pected generally to fight abandon- 
ment of the principle of the un- 
distributed profits tax, which many 
business spokesmen have blamed 
for the current economic slump. 
The House bill would modify this 
levy substantially but retain its 
principle for corporations making 
net incomes in excess of $25,000 a 
year. 

Harrison also mentioned the pos- 
sibility of broadening the tax base 
to bring new taxpayers under the 
income levy, and of cutting some 
of the surtax rates on higher brack- 
et individual incomes. 

“Tf I interpret the sentiment of 
the Senate correctly, it desires to 
do justice and give encouragement 
to business in every provision of 
the pending tax bill, within Gov- 
ernment revenue requirements. I 
know that is the sentiment of the 
Finance Committee. So far as I am 
concerned, whatever influence I 
may possess, as chairman of the 
committee, I shall exert toward 
raising the required revenue, re- 
moving some complicated  provi- 
sions, and, as far as possible, re- 
storing confidence to business. 

“If we can improve the capital 
gains provisions of the House bill, 
by taking capital gains out of the 
general income provisions and ap- 
plying a flat rate of about 15 per 
cent on all capital gains from sales 
of property held over one or two 
years, it will, in my opinion, en- 
courage new investment and melt 
much frozen credit. 

Says Tax Hasn’t Worked. 

“The undistributed profits tax, 
beautiful in theory, has not worked. 
Business does not like it, and 
would prefer a flat rate. 

“I shall make an effort to 
strengthen section 102 of the pres- 
ent law, imposing a penalty upon 
the unreasonable accumulation of 
reserves for the purpose of evad- 
ing taxation. 

“I do not know whether it is pos- 
sible to be done, and I can give 
no one any encouragement that it 
will be done; but if I could write 
the tax bill at this time, I would 
reduce some of the high surtax 
rates. Tax laws should be written 
for revenue purposes, and when 
the surtaxes are as high as they 
are now, the Treasury observes di- 
minishing returns, and realizes less 
revenue. I have come to the con- 
clusion that if we are forced to 
continue an exceptional spending 
policy, that the income tax should 
be broader, resulting in an_ in- 
creased tax consciousness upon the 
the part of the people. I have a 
conviction, if there is a sit-down 
strike upon the part of capital be- 
cause of fear or the uncertainties 
of investment, that we should break 
it up, if possible, and that effec- 
tive work should be done toward 
removing some of the barriers that 

. checking the ‘low of capital 
and credit into new investments 
and new industries.” 


Major Provisions of Tax Bill as 
Passed by House. 

The major provisions of the tax 
revision bill approved by the House 
are as follows: 

Corporation taxes: 

1. Corporations having net in- 
comes of $25,000 and less a year 
would pay income taxes of 12% per 
cent on the first $5000, 14 per cent 
on the next $15,000 and 16 per cent 
on the last $5000. They would pay 
no undistributed profits tax. 

2. Corporations having net in- 
comes in excess of $25,000 and dis- 
tributing no profits in dividends 
would pay a minimum 20 per cent 
tax on their net income. This com- 
pares with a 32.4 per cent maxi- 
mum under present law. 

Such corporations would get a 
“dividends paid” credit if they dis- 
tributed any profits. The credit

Maverick objected particularly to 
the fact that this contract did not 
contain a provision limiting the re- 
sale rates, but only a provision that 
T V A could cancel the agreement 
on two years’ notice in case it 
found the resale rates were too 
high.

“Let us be certain,” he said, “that 
the people’s electricity is not mon- 
opolized by a greedy few. It would 
be a silly and tragic situation if 
this great public enterprise, paid 
for by the public and created by 
them and for them, should be di- 
verted by giving its fruits to pri- 
vate, selfish monopolies.” 


Some Big Expenditures. 

How T V A has spent the vast 
sums of public money at its dis- 
posal is certain to be a subject of 
the inquiry, and several of the 
charges made in connection with 
the resolutions hinge around this. 

There is the matter of land pur- 
chases. More than 300,000 acres 
have been purchased for the T V A 
reservoirs and the average price is 
given in the 1937 report as $50 an 
acre, with an- additional $4.32 an 
acre for overhead costs such as ti- 
tle examination and the like. There 
have been reports that the Author- 
ity has paid high prices for lands 
containing deposits of phosphate 
rock useful for the manufacture of 
fertilizer. The 1937 report states 
that several tracts of such land 
have been acquired but gives no 
details of acreage or prices. 


Analysis of the T V A payroll (all 
employes receiving $1500 or more 
a year) is of interest because it 
shows the magnitude of the enter- 
prise. In the 1937 report 3134 such 
employes were listed. This, of 
course, does not include a large 
number of laborers employed from 
time to time on various construc- 
tion projects. The average number 
of employes in recent months has 
been about 14,000. 

Payroll of $7,659,925. 

The 3134 listed were paid salaries 
aggregating $7,659,925. 

A department of health, safety 
and sanitation was conducted with 
91 professional employes at a cost 
of $239,810 in salaries. The direc- 
tor of the health service received a 
salary of $8250 and had an assist- 
ant at $6000. There were two med- 
ical officers at $4800 and 18 others 
at $3200 to $4000. A dental officer 
was paid $3600. The salary of a 
head nurse was $1860, and 17 
nurses were paid $1620 to $1800, 


The salary of the safety director 
was $4800 and he had a staff of 
24 with aggregate salaries of $62,- 
140. Nine sanitary engineers re- 
ceived $2000 to $4800 each. 

The legal staff payroll was ap- 
proximately $158,000 for 37 law- 
yers. The salary of the general 
counsel, James Lawrence Fly, was 
$9500. The statute provides that no 
employe shall be‘paid a salary ex- 


is fixed by law at.$10,000. The gen- 
eral solicitor, William C. Fitts Jr. 


and | received $8000. These two bore the 


burden of T V A’s defense in the 
prolonged trial at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., of the injunction suit in 
which 18 private utility corpora- 
tions unsuccessfully attacked the 
constitutionality of the T V A stat- 
ute and the methods of its admin- 
istration. 

Other lawyers on the staff had 
salaries of $2000 to $7600. A large 
volume of litigation was handled 
in connection with acquisition of 
land and in defense of lawsuits. 

Heavy Outlay at Norris. 

Some congressional critics of 
T V A have questioned the large ex- 
‘penditures for the town of Norris, 
about four miles from Norris Dam. 
It was built as a model community 
before the construction of the dam, 
providing quarters for many tem- 
porary employes and homes for a 
large number of permanent em- 
ployes. T V A records show the 
total cost of “housing” at Norris 
Dam is $4,072,715, mainly the cost 
of land and buildings at the town 
of Morris. 

It has more than 300 homes and 
apartments, in a beautiful setting, 
with winding “streets, and native 
forests, a magnificent school build- 
ing and a geperal store. Two of 
the directors, Lilienthal and A. E. 
Morgan, live there. It is purely a 
“company” town—but the landlord 
is the United States Government. 
A town manager is employed at a 


salary of $5200. The present popu-/ 


lation is about 1200, the heads of 
families being, for the most part, 
professional or clerical employes in 
the T V A general offices at Knox- 
ville, Tenn. 

Cost of Education. 

The Department of Education 
and employe training had a pay- 
roll of $232,000 fof 106 professional 
employes. This included 29 school 
teachers with salaries ranging up- 
ward from $1620. The superintend- 
ent of education received $3500. 
Five supervisors of adult education 
were paid $2000 to $3600 each. 

For training-employes, 21 instruc- 
tors were paid $64,125, the salaries 
ranging from $1800 to $4800, the 
higher figure being the salary of 
the chief of the training section. 
The 1937 report. says 6148 meetings 
for job training were held and that 
the attendance was 53,167. This is 
to train employes for trades at 
which they may be able to make a 
living after their work with T V A 
is ended, since the construction pro- 
gram is expected to be completed 
in about four or five years. 

The Authority conducted 5333 
adult education meetings with an 
attendance of 93,251. & 


Library Staff Cost $31,200. 

The library payroll was $31,200 for 
14 employes, a supervisor receiv- 
ing $4000 and a librarian $3600. As- 
sistant librarians were paid $1620 
or more, 

Salaries of six home economists 
were $10,860, and for 21 engaged in 
physical science and recreation in- 
struction, salaries ranged from 
$1620 to $2300. 

Engineering services of various 
kinds accounted for a payroll of 
$3,498,250 in the fiscal year 1937 for 
1316 engineers. An assistant chief 
engineer received $9500. There was 
no chief engineer. There were 129 
electrical engineers and assistants 
with aggregate salaries of $412,800 
and 36 highway engineers with sal- 
aries totaling $93,600. Salaries of 
88 hydraulic engineers were $272,- 
950: A chief water control engineer 
received $9000. 

Highway Construction. 

In connection with the costs of 
highway engineering services it is 
of interest that the T V A reports 
show the following highway con- 
struction up to the end of the 1937 
fiscal year: 46 miles of State high- 
ways, seven miles of accéss roads, 
379 miles of tertiary roads, two ma- 
jor bridges. 

Other items in this group were 
$79,600 for 28 construction engi- 
neers, $37,000 for 15 erosion en- 
gineers, $82,000 for 28 chemical en- 
gineers and $23,000 for eight valua- 
tion engineers. Four project en- 
gineers received $8000 each. 

Personnel engaged in land ac- 
quisition accounted for a payroll 
of $207,000> This included 28 ap- 
praisers at $2600 to $4800 each, 13 
land buyers at $2900 to $4000 each, 
26 abstractors at $1620 to $2400 
each, and three members of a board

There were 170 clerk-stenogra- 
phers at salaries of $1500 to $2400 
for a total payroll of $289,000. 
Not all of the classified employes 
were included in the published list, 
those who received less than $1500 
being omitted. The total payroll 
for the entire office and “white col- 
lar” group was $11,226,189, as com- 
pared with $9,927,203 for the un- 
classified or labor group. 

Outside of Civil Service. 
T V A employes are exempted by 
statute from the Federal civil sery- 
ice, but are selected and their sal- 
aries fixed by the T V A board or 
its agents. The report states that 
employes are selected according to 
standards: supplied by the Civil 
Service Commission. The statute 
prohibits any appointment or pre- 
ferment for political reasons. 
The question of the auditing of 
T V A’s expenditures and financial 
transactions by the Government’s 
general accounting office is cer- 
tain to come to a head in Congress 
sooner or later. The T V A board 


j has contended from the beginning 


that as a Government corporation 
T V A is exempt from the usual 
type of audit in which the Comp- 
troller-General may stop proposed 
expenditures for purposes which in 
his opinion are not authorized by 
law or order the recovery of ex- 
penditures deemed to be illegal. 
Change as to Audit. 

At the close of T V A’s first. fiscal 
year the Comptroller-General made 
the usual type of audit and report 
to Congress, calling on T V A to 
justify or make restitution on a 
large number of questioned items. 
It is said that most of these have 
been justified to satisfaction of the 
general accounting office. T V A 


in 1935 the T V A statute was 
amended to provide that, before 
making to Congress .a report of his 
audit, the Comptroller must first 
give T V A a reasonable opportun- 
ity to examine exceptions and 
criticisms and to explaigor answer 
them and to make a statement to 
be included in the report. 

Three Years Without Audit. 
Since that time three full fiscal 
years have passed and for those 
three years no audit report what- 
ever on TVA’s expenditures has 
been made to Congress, although 
appropriations of public funds to 
the agency have continued to be 
voted at the rate of about $40,000,- 
000 a year. 

The acting Comptroller-General, 
in his report for the fiscal year 
1937, said: 

“During the fiscal years 1936 and 
1937 exceptions were made and the 
Authority regularly notified on a 
total of 7964 transactions involving 
$15,542,459.70. Of such number and 
amount there was released, after 
proper explanation or recovery, a 
total of 3077 exceptions amounting: 
to $4,814,950, leaving 4877 still pend- 
ing in the amount of $10,727,509.70. 
Full details of such exceptions and 
the reasons therefor will be includ- 
ed in the special report on such 
audit.” > 


TVA vs. Comptroller. 
The statute requires the Comp- 
troller-General to make a special 
report to the President and Corn- 
gress on “any transaction or condi- 
tion found by him to be in conflict 
with the powers or duties entrust- 
ed to the corporation by law.” 
This state of affairs has been de- 
bated in Congress in recent days, 
and last Wednesday T VA gave out 
a statement asserting that “no re- 
ports by the Comptroller-General’s 
office for the fiscal years since 1934 
have been received by T VA for re 
view, as provided by law.” 
“It comes with poor grace,” the 
TVA statement continued, “for the 
Comptroller-General’s office to 
charge illegality to the TVA when 
his office has directly flouted the 
provision of law passed to prevent 
such ex parte condemnation of @ 
governmental agency.” 
Thus on the one hand the act- 
ing Comptroller-General reports to 
Congress that TVA has been 
“regularly notified” of the excep- 
tions found in the audit, and TVA 
on the other hand asserts that the 
“reports” have not been submitted 
to it. 
A congressional investigation 
could easily establish the facts in 
this controversy. And it could, of 
course, answer many other “ques- 
tions that have been raised by both 
friends and opponents of TVA. 


would be 4 per cent of the amount 
of dividends disbursed and would 
operate to produce a minimum tax 
of 16 per cent if all profits were 
paid out. 


If a corporation in any year de- 
clared out dividends in excess of 
net income, the amount of the ex- 
cess could be used in the following 
two years to increase the “divi- 
dends paid” credit against the tax 
in those years. 


In event a corporation had a net 
operating loss in any year, it might 
be ‘carried forward into the next 
year and treated as a dividend for 
purposes of the “dividends paid” 
credit. : ; 


A corporation could retain all its 
profits and pay only the 16 per cent 
minimum rate provided the stock- 
holders agreed to pay income taxes 
on the profits just as if they had 
received them in dividends,- 


Corporations having incomes of 
slightly more than $25,000 would be- 
given special treatment so that 
their actual tax rates would be 
somewhere between the effective 
rates paid by those with incomes 
of less than $25,000 and the effec- 
tive rates paid by the larger-in- 
come companies: 

Capital Losses, . 

Capital gains and losses: 

Capital gains and losses would be 
separated into short-term and long- 
term categories for the purpose of 
distinguishing between speculative 
and investment transactions. 

Short-term transactions would be 
classed as those involving capital 
assets sold or exchanged within a 
year after they were acquired. 


Long-term transactions would be 


those involving assets retained 
more than a year. 

Short-term losses would be al- 
lowed to offset only short-term 
gains and not ordinary income or 
long-term gains. 

When short-term gains exceeded 
short-term losses, the excess would 
be added to the ordinary income 
of the taxpayer and taxed at the 
applicable normal and surtax in- 
come tax rates. 

Long-term losses could offset 
only long-term gains, except that 
$2000 of the excess of losses could 
be charged against ordinary in- 
come, as under existing law. 

A-one-year carryover for net 
long-term losses also would be al- 
lowed, 

The excess of long-term gains 
over losses would be included in or- 
dinary income, subject to income 


tax rates. However, the taxpayer 


would have the option of paying a 


flat 40 per cent tax on such gains. 


Other Provisions. 


A full 100 per cent of net long- 
term gains and losses would not be 
taken into account for tax purposes, 
except when an asset had been re- 
tained less than 13 months. 


If the asset were held more than 
13 months but not over 14 months, 
98 per cent of the gain or loss 
would be taken into account, and 
the proportion would graduate 
downward until 40 per cent would 
be taken into account in the case of 
assets held more than five years.

LATLY and at once it may be 

said that Georges Duhamel, 

member of the French Acade- 
my, has written an over-long and 
dull book in “The Pasquier Chron- 
icles.” He no doubt wrote exactly 
what he wanted to write, an ob- 
viously veracious account of some 
ordinary people, the Pasquier fam- 
ily of Paris, their neighbors and as- 
sociates. He makes a compre- 
hensive report of their comings and 
goings over a period of 30 years

For about two-thirds of the book 
Papa Pasquier holds the center of 
the stage. Though he has points 
of his own, he is a not uncommon 
petty family autocrat, an aloof 
pseudo-aristocrat, one generation 
removed from the soil, of genteel 
manner and dubious principle. 
When Mama Pasquier comes into 
an inheritance he maneuvers the 
money into his own hands to spend 
on his superior self while Mama 
stands off the landlord, bill col- 
lectors and bailiffs and feeds the 
children lentil soup. Of the chil- 
dren, three stand out—Joseph who 
becomes a successful vulgarian; Ce- 
cile, an infant prodigy at the piano 
who goes to the concert stage; and 
Laurent, the studious member of 
the flock, who tells the story, and 
in so doing fills some of the pages 
with his horror at the discovery 
that his father has a mistress.

These reproductions of early vol- 
umes are of particular value to 
scholars, students and: collectors. 
They are also of interest to the or- 
dinary reader, for they bring to 
him a sense of closer touch with 
the past and its masters as he 
scans pages identical with those on 
which great literature was first 
given to the world, 

For instance, that eloquent plea 
for freedom of expression, found 
in “Areopagitica; A: Speech of Mr. 
John Milton for the Liberty of Un- 
licenc’d Printing, to the Parlament 
(sic) of England” (1644), takes on 
added forcefulness when read in 
the quaint hand-made type and 
archaic spelling of its original. 


The two Poe volumes, of 1829 and 
1831, respectively, are among the 
great rarities of Americana. They 
contain some of the rich and imag- 
inative poetry which only a few 
contemporaries of the sensitive and 
harried writer appreciated. 

The slender volume iast listed 
was published in 1725, when the 
19-year-old Franklin, employed by 
a London printer, undertook to an- 
swer some of the arguments in a 
theological volume for which he 
'was setting type. Its publication 
was “another erratum,” Franklin 
said in his autobiography, but it 
is valuable today for the insight 
it gives into the developing mind of 
the future statesman-inventor-phil- 
osopher,

Mr. Ullman was the unfortunate 
producer of four successive theat- 
rical failures in the fall of 1936. 
Rather than brave the critical 
wrath of the Atkinsons and the An- 
dersons with a fifth Broadway ven- 
ture, the producer embarked on a 
four-month voyage that carried him 
to Lima, in Peru, across the Andes 
and down the Amazon to its mouth. 

His stay in Peru was unbroken 
by any incident which might be 
regarded as exciting, or even mild- 
ly unusual. As a matter of fact, 
his most perilous encounters were 
with one snake, viewed at a safe 
distance, two sloths, a dozen alli- 
gators and, in more intimate rela- 
tionship, several regiments of bed 
bugs. 

Despite the absence of exciting 
highlights, Ullman’s narrative is 
thoroughly entertaining by visgtue 
of the author’s pervasive wit d 
originality of observations “Al- 


though, like the celebrated bear who 


went over the mountain before me,” 
the author has concluded, “I saw 
only the other side, I am content.”

Bishop McConnell 
Honored 


RELIGION AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS. Edited 
by Harris Franklin Rall.

INE essays are included in this 
Nevciume, which commemorates 

the election, 25 years ago, of 
Francis John McConnell as a 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and, celebrates his twenty- 
fifth year as president of the Meth- 
odist Federation for Social Service. 
The various contributors, who are 
leaders in their respective fields, as 
well as admirers of the Bishop, pre- 
sent the case for an aggressive in- 
terest on the part of organized re- 
ligion in public affairs. Bishop Mc- 
Connell’s own life sets the pace in 
that regard. 


Instrumental in bringing about 
church investigation of conditions 
in Steel, some years ago, and the 
subsequent report in which the 
Steel Trust was scathingly con- 
demned for its inhuman labor poli- 
cy, the Bishop has been, all through 
these years, an ardent supporter of 
labor’s cause. In foreign relations 
he anticipated the “good neighbor” 
policy. He was one of the pioneers 
in the building of the American 
Civil Liberties Union. In social se- 
curity legislation he gave active 
support to Abraham Epstein and 
a Association for Old Age Secur- 
ty. 


Edgar Sheffield Brightman, pro- 
fessor of philosophy in Boston Uni- 
versity, contributes a philosophic 
discourse on “The World of Ideas,” 
and Sarvapalli Radhakrishman, 
Spalding professor of Eastern re- 
ligion and ethics at Oxford, ana- 
lyzen religious and ethical concepts 
of both the East and the West. 

All leaders and active mem- 
bers of churches would do well to 
study this record and the philoso- 
phy that guided this truly vener- 
able Bishop. Also, the so-called 
tired liberals should find it a source 
of new inspiration and encourage-

HOLLYWOOD, March 12. 
LL the Hollywood producers 
have long been gunning for 
foreign stars, someone who will 
approach the prestige of La Garbo. 
Paramount tried its best with Mar- 
lene Dietrich and never got any- 


where in particular, but Sam Gold- 
wyn has been the most persistent 
hunter of them all. As a matter 
of fact Sam got the jump on Garbo 
with the beautiful Vilma Banky 
and made her a big star before 
Greta arrived in America. Since 
then he has been trying, without 
much success, to land another one. 
He tried out Camilla Horn and 
then invested a lot of money in the 
temperamental Anna Sten. Now he 
thinks, or at least he says, he has 
the real thing in one Sigrid Gurie, 
another blonde — Sam runs to 
blondes you know—who has burst 
|upon the fans as Gary Cooper's 
leading woman in “The Adventures 
of Marco Polo.” 

And Miss Gurie looks pretty good, 
too. Twenty-three years old, rather 
tall as women stars go—she is 5 
feet 5—and totally inexperienced in 
the matter of screen acting she 
has clicked in her very first film 
and Goldwyn is planning big things 
for her right away. From Oslo, 
Norway, Sigrid is the typical Vi- 
king type of beauty, although not 
actually as blonde as Horn or the 
German Sten. Just fair haired you 
might call her, Her acting, up to 
now, has been confined to minor 
playing in her home city, but she 
is a portrait painter of considerable 
note and has studied art in Brus- 
sels, Paris and London and speaks 
English well if with a dialect which 
is a mixture of French, German 
and her native tongue.

But when Goldwyn, reunited with 
Cooper after a separation of 12 
years, decided to put the lanky, for- 
mer cowboy, into “The Adventures 
of Marco Polo,” he chose for his 
leading woman this same - Sigrid 
Gurie whom most Hollywood news- 
paper columnists and correspond- 
ents considered a myth. 


When Sigrid Gurie was given the 
part of “Elsa” in the annual Christ- 
mas play in Oslo, just a few years 
ago, the world lost an artist and 
gained an artiste. At least so Gold- 
wyn’s publicity men declared. For 
until she essayed that portrayal at 
the Norwegian National Theater, 
Sigrid had been devoting most of 
her artistic talents to painting por- 
traits. }

T chanced that Samuel Goldwyn 

was in London two years ago on 

one of his annual visits to Europe 
when Sigrid came to the English 
capital for a short holiday. Still 
by chance, the two met at a hotel 
dinner party. 

“Interested in the movies?” Gold- 
wyn asked the girl. 

“No,” was the answer. 

“If you ever are, and come. to 
Hollywood,” the producer urged, 
“look me up.” In 1936 Sigrid came 
to Hollywood. She called on Gold- 
wyn, who made a test, and the next 
day she signed a contract. 

Sigrid’s history is that of a girl 
who always knew what she wanted 
but took a long time in finding the 
right path to get it, 

When she was 6 years old she be- 
gan playing at acting. She would 
garb herself as the Valkyrie armed 
for victory, for whom she was 
named, or as a wood sprite, and 
dance through the dense pine for- 
ests of the Haukeli' Mountains near 
Oslo, which was her birthplace and 
had been the home of her people 
for more than 1000 years. 

When she was 16 her parents sent 
her to a finishing school in Brus- 
sels, Belgium, and in addition to 
French, English and German, Sig- 
rid studied the drama, music and 
art, as well as the niceties of Euro- 
pean court formalities, 

After two years of this, she went 
on to Paris, where she remained 
one year, then to Biarritz for a

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The Composer of 
Lohengrin.

HE composer of Lohengrin, 
T wnicn will be presented in ora- 
torio form next Friday and Sat- 
urday by the St. Louis Symphony 
Society and associated artists, was 
a disgusting little man whom no- 
body would trust. He was as far 
removed from the shining heroes 
who popped from his teemipg brain 
as Dr. Jekyll from Mr. Hyde. Lob 
engrin and Wagner are in fact 4 
a Jekyll and Hyde combina- 
on, 
Lohengrin is beautiful and Wag- 
ner was a fright. Lohengrin kept 
his promises but Wagner’s name on 
an I O U wouldn’t have been good 
for a postage stamp. Lohengrin de- 
fended a woman’s honor; Wagner 
did what he could to compromise 
the honor of every woman who at 
tracted him. And so on. 
This makes a perfect set-up for 
a psycho-analyst who can explain 
the antithesis in terms of wish ful- 
fillment. Wagner could not be a 
decent citizen, a good husband and 
a faithful friend in ordinary life 
because the explosive dynamics of 
his nature demanded a perfection 
in such relationships that could ‘not 
be realized in a world full of ordi- 
nary insensitive men and women, 
If he had acted like Lohengrin and 
Siegfried, or even-Hans Sachs, in 
ordinary life, he would have been 
an even greater nuisance than he 
was. So he ignored the world of 
seeming reality with its bourgeois 
restraints and its meaningless 
points of decorum, and concentrat- 
ed his energies on the creation of 
a world more suitable for his oc 
cupation. 


THATS ONE WAY of looking 
at it. Another possible explana- 
tion is that the enforced company 
of such high-born, high-purposed 
creatures as Lohengrin made him 
turn to a life of debt-dodging, 
double dealing and plain and fancy 
seduction, in sheer moral exhaus- 
tion. 

Either makes a very neat pic- 
ture, too neat, in fact. For it pre 
supposes that there was only Wag- 


and Wagner the glorious artist, 
with nothing in between. Actually 
there was a good deal in between. 
Even for persons who could not 
foresee a tenth part of what Wagner 
was to become in the world he was 
still a far from negligible person- 
ality. 

His views on politics, for in 
stance, may have been superficial, 
but they were far more interesting 
than a speech, let us say, by Sen- 
ator Borah. 
been attractive to women in him- 
self or else there wouldn’t have 
been so many episodes. He was 4a 
good conductor. He was, more- 
over, a first-class executive, as his 
plan for the rehabilitation of the 
Dresden opera plainly disclosed. 
THEN AGAIN he was a good— 
or at any rate a thoroughly inter- 
esting—critic of other men’s music, 
“Give me Beethoven's quartets 
and sonatas for intimate commtu- 
nion,” he once wrote, “his over- 
tures and symphonies for public 
performance. I look for homogene- 
ity of materials and equipoise of 
means and ends, Mozart’s music 
and Mozart’s orchestra are a per- 
fect match; an equally perfect bal- 
ance exists between Palestrina’s 
choir and Palestrina’s counterpoint, 
dnd I find a similar correspondence 
between Chopin’s piano and some 
of his etudes and preludes. I do 
not care for the “ladies” Chopin, 
there is too much of the Parisian 
salon in that; but he has given us 
many things that are above the

You cannot 
produce his pieces unless it be ‘mit 
obligatem piano.’ 
hear a sonata of Beethoven's.” 
Mendelssohn was not too cordial 
to Wagner but the latter for all his 
easily bruised vanity could speak, 
as follows of Mendelssohn:

S money the chief culprit in 
causing Cupid to take wings? 
A national publication recent- 
ly set out to learn what it is which 
ruins so many marriages.

WOMEN ARE INCLINED TO BLAME THEIR MARITAL 


_ Just why do these quarrels over 
money arise, turning loving mates 
into enemies? No one is in a better 
position to know than Dr. V. C 
Pedersen, general secretary-direc- 
tor of the Institute of Family Re- 
lations in the City of New York, 
Inc., and an educator, sociologist 
and writer. 


“No one who has ever done fam- 


ily consultation work has ever 


found money or any other one 
thing the sole source of trouble,” 
he asserts. “There are always 
many other factors that enter into 
a problem, In over 60 per cent of

the cases, they are of a sexual or 
emotional nature, in one phase or 
another. 

“In other words, there are often 
those causes, or other deeply seated 
underlying causes. But people 
haven’t the self-analysis to recag- 
nize it, Since money is always, at 
hand it comes into the field of dis- 
cussion. 

“Several years ago a detailed 
scientific research was made into 
the married life of 200 men and 
women which required a period of 
two years to finish. This research 
also clearly revealed that the fric-

the marriage or not, depends on 
the moral force with which the

“Then there are the men who 
feel that it’s their money, and the 
decision as to how it should be 
spent is all theirs. You can’t ex- 
pect a man to know how it should 
be used in home affairs. He would 
be the first to object if his wife 
told him how to spend the money

group. They hand it out 
at irregular times and not too fre- 
quent intervals. 

“Many homes are unhappy be- 
cause the master of the house is 
close or miserly with his money.

They ex- 
pect their wives to sacrifice and 
stint for their sakes and not for 
the great future of the family. 

“Another group of men are those 
who are over careful and distrust- 
ful. They think that their wives 


- haven’t any sense when it comes to 


handling money and won't trust 
them. Such a husband gives his 
wife the smallest amount of money 
possible lest she become extrava- 
gant. He isn’t square at all.” 

And now for the shortcomings 
of the fair sex. Most gullty is the 
wife who shares a joimt account 
with carelessness. She usually has 
lots of time to draw and cash the 
checks and to spend the money, 
but no time to write the stubs. 

“The joint account is ideal,” said 
the doctor, “when the family works 
on a budget. Otherwise there’s 
bound to be trouble. 

“Business women are good man- 
agers of the family income because 
they know the value of a dollar. 
Those who have never worked 
think it’s just as easy to earn a 
dollar as it is to spend it. 

“Then there are childless wives 
who spend extravagantly and sense- 
lessly. If the husband has any 
sense at all, he can’t be happy 
with such a dovecot.

The truth of the matter, as re- 
vealed by reliable surveys and Gov- 
ernment statistics, is that the social 
stigma and long hours have made 
housework unattractive to capable 
young women, The present wage 
levels are fairly satisfactory. That 
is, there are many women who 
would be willing to accept a maid's 
place at the present pay but who 
balk at inferior social position dnd 


long: hours. 


The servant problem has existed 


since the founding of the Republic 
but authorities in the field now 
assert that the situation is acute. 
Unless the women employers take 
some action they will be left with 
work on their hands and not a soul 
to do it—except themselves. 

“The servant problem, or women’s 
labor problem, is as huge as any 
in the United States today, but 
wamen are doing almost nothing 


about it,” warns Fortune Magazine - 


in an article covering a recent sur- 
vey .of 17,000 subscribers, 500 ed- 
itors of women’s pages of news- 
papers and 3000 women’s clubs. 
Six months ago, realizing that 
little was known about domestics, 
Fortune decided to make a scien- 
tific survey to wipe away the fog 
of opinions with which the sub- 
ject has long been hedged about. 
The familiar cry that there is a 
shortage of household help because 
people prefer being “on relief” to 
honest work is answered, along 
with the various other somplaints 
of the housewife, who, in the last 
analysis stands indicted for the 
present situation because she has 
refused to approach the problem 
from the employe’s point of view. 
“There is this vital fact to re- 
member,” says Fortune. “The ser-

Hours, not wages, are the domes- 
tic workers’ greatest grievance, and 
the Fortune survey disclosed that 
five out of every six servants work 
more than eight hours a day, two 
out of six more than 10, and one 
out of six more than 12. And 
even in cases where the num- 
ber of hours involving actual 
work are reasonable, the domestic 
is still limited in freedom by the 
fact that every Thursday afternoon 
and evening and every other Sun- 
day have come to be accepted as 
the only times she can absent her- 
self from the home. Small wonder 
then that young women are not 
training for housework and prefer, 
instead, any empléyment that al- 
lows them regular hours, with ev- 
ery evening and Sunday free. 


“Housework, and especially cook- 
ing, is an extremely congenial oc- 
cupation for many women, who 
would much rather do it than take 
shorthand or operate adding ma- 
chines,” Fortune points out. “But 
girls of good-breeding with a flair 
for cooking won’t consider house- 
work because of the class distinc- 
tion. Fortune interviewed one such 
girl who had become a domestic 
worker against the wishes and 
sound advice of her parents. As a 
result of following her natural bent

With this high type of girl ex- 
cluded from the market, it is little 
wonder that there is a shortage of 
good workers, on the one hand, and 
a lot of trouble with existing ones, 
on the other. 

“However, to come down to a par- 
ticular program, it is obviously im- 
possible to eliminate all at once 
the strong class feeling that exists. 
The goal should rather be ap- 
proached by small and careful 
steps. If the servant’s hours can- 
not be made shorter, they ought at 
least to be made regular; and ir- 
regularities should be compensat- 
ed for by extra time off.

Miss Ferguson agrees heartily 


with the Fortune claim that “the 
servant problem is as huge as any 
in the United States today” and that 
long hours and class distinction are 
the two most glaring evils at the 
root of all the trouble. And to 
give you some idea of the servant 
problem as it affects St. Louis, an 
average of some 30 “orders’ for 
trained white household workers 
remain unfilled on Miss Ferguson's 
desk at all times, and for each 
trained worker she can supply, 
there are at least 10 requests for 
that person from employers. In- 
quiries in St. Louis among pri- 
vate employment agencies produced 
like results and the same head 
shaking over this anomalous em- 
ployment situation. 


“On the one hand there are peo- 
ple with money to spend for domes- 
tic service,” Fortune points out, 
“And on the other hand there are 
8,000,000 unemployed. It is an ap- 
palling situation. Of that 8,000,000 
is it not likely that a large num- 
ber are highly eligible for domes- 
tic service? Why is it not pos 
sible for at least 1,000,000 unem- 
ployed to find homes with 1,000,000 
families in which the wife is over- 
working herself? It is a tantaliz 
ing question, <nd there is an an- 
swer to it, and the answer is na 
And the reason the answer is no 
lies with the women, who have not 
succeeded in solving the servant 
problem. And the reason they have 
not solved the servant problem is 
that they ‘have not struck at the 
hidden root of it. 


“And unless women do something 
about the two evils—long - hours 
and class distinction—that make 
girls reluctant to enter domestic 
service, women may eventually all 
find themselves without competent 
help,” concludes Miss 
“The assumption of employers that 


servants are of a different, and 


lower, class, and their refusal to 
compete with the factories in the 
matter of hours, may eé 

lead to a situation where only in- 
competents, misfits, people who 
cannot secure employment in any 
other field, will make up the do- 
mestic workers of the country.”

NERVOUS STRAIN is usually 
accompanied by tense neck mus- 
cles. Lie on the back on the floor, 
hands clasped at the back of the 
head, lift and lower the head slow- 
ly. With each lift, press the hands 
upward so that the bases of the 
palms press upon the flesh back 
of the ears. Do this half a dozen 
times. _The movements will stim- 
ulate the large blood streams of 
that area and the flesh will glow. 

Lie. quietly, take 10 or 12 deep 
breaths, exhale slowly. 

The exercise just described will 
have a favorable effect upon the 
muscles of the upper portion of the 
back. Also, it will have a soothing 
effect upon the nervous system. 
Nerves that have tied themselves 
into hard knots will relax and get 
sleepy. 

Still lying on the floor lift the 
knees, keeping the soles of the feet 
flat and steady. Lift the midsec- 
tion until you form an ‘arc, raising 
the hips as high as you can, low- 
ering them slowly. You will need 
to keep the arms on a line with the 
body. Thig movement aids diges- 
tion. It strengthens the muscles 
of the abdomen. If you have start- 
ed a sag amidships. you should do 
it often, 


STRETCH THE ARMS straight 
out fromthe shoulders, lift and 
lower the legs. Keep the legs rigid. 
All this need not take more than 
five minutes. Don't get up at once. 
Place the hands under the back of 
your head and rest. 

Into the tub or under the shower 
after your workout. Then, with 
hair banded, cream your face and 
neck, give a quick brisk tapping 
to the flesh, wipe the cream away 
with tissues. Few women like to 
go to bed feeling that the complex- 
ion is too well oiled. Yet little of 
the emollient should be left on. The 
skin will lap it up, be the better 
for it.

Prize Cheese Muffins 


Three-fourths cup sifted flour, 
One-half eup yellow cornmeal, 
One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

One cup grated sharp cheese, 

One egg, well beaten. 

One-half tablespoon molasses. 

Two tablespoons butter, melted. 

One-half tablespoon green pep- 
per, chopped very fine. 

One-half teaspoon onion, chopped 
very fine. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Mix and sift together dry ingre- 
dients; add cheese.. Combine egg, 
molasses, butter, green pepper, 
onion and milk. Add to dry ingredi- 
ents, mixing enough to dampen 
flour. Turn into greased muffin 
pans. Bake in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) 20 minutes. Approximate 
yield: Twelve small or eight large 
muffins. The secret'is to have the 
pepper and onion chopped so fine 
they disappear and only a faint 
Lflavor remains. As these muffins 
are rich, one to a serving is usually 
ample, 


Ginger Waffles 


Two-thirds cups seedless raisins, 
cooked and chopped. 

Three cups sifted flour. 

One teaspoon galt. 

Five teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Two teaspoons ginger. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-third cup dark molasses. 

Two eggs, beaten. 

One and one-fourth cups boiling 
water, : 

Cover the raisins with water, 
bring to a boil and cook gently for 
about three minutes. Drain, dry 
raising on towel and chop. Mix and 
sift flour, salt, baking powder, bak- 
ing soda and spices. Cream short- 
ening, add sugar and molasses and 
beat. Add eggs and mix thorough- 
ly. Add dry ingredients and beat 
until smooth. Add boiling water 
and raisins, Bake on a hot waffle 
iron, Approximate yield: Six four- 
sectioned waffles. Serve . with

é¢éy ‘LL admit I’m stumped,” said 

| Agnes K. when we met her 

marketing thd other morning.

The first thing to decide is the 
background—walls and floors.

They could be of yellow casement 
cloth or yellow taffeta and made to 
draw if you like—then they'd take 
the place of both shades and glass 
curtains, You could add side drap- 
eries in plain. soft blue if you like, 
made to sweep the floor. In that 
case, we'd be in favor of a figured 
material, or a stripe, on the wing 
chair rather than more plain blue.

It's Here--- That W onderful ‘Snow White 


By. Colvin McPherson 


é6 AMA! MAMA!” the kids 
M have been crying and grown 
men have been asking the 
movie editor, “Is it TODAY we 
see ‘Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs’?” Mama and the movie 
editor will now get a little rest. 
The long-awaited. film novelty, in 
which Walt Disney extends his in- 
spiration to the field of the feature 
picture, has been placed on exhibi- 
tion at the Ambassador Theater. 
Seven showings a day, truancy from 
schoolroom and business office and 
long lines at Seventh and Locust 
streets testify to the extent of its 
appeal. 

Clearly foreshadowed by Disney’s 

cartoon revue of last year, which 
proved that an hour or so of such 
entertainment could be relished by 
a movie audience, “Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs” is only the 
elongation’ of a familiar creation. 
It has the same general character 
as the Silly Symphonies, although 
it represents prodigious effort on 
the part of 10 art directors, 12 ani- 
mators and other technicians. On 
that score alone, it is truly one of 
the seven wonders of picture his- 
tory. 
The list of details wherein “Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs”. is 
inspired and. utterly delightful 
would be long. None of us will for- 
get the fields of flowers. such as 
not even natural California could 
furnish, the fantastic forest and the 
gentle animals who become Snow 
White's friends, the jewel mine of 
shining cut gems in which the 
dwarfs are at work when first 
seen. 

It is true genius, moreover, which 
makes forest branches turn to 
hands and grasp Snow White's gar- 
ments as she runs, which make al- 
ligators' become logs and flying 
leaves bats. There is undying humor 
in the sight ‘of squirrels sweeping 
dirt under ;a rug, in a bluebird 
which hits a sour note in a trio, in 
a bug taking a bath in a soap bub- 
ble, in.a raven’s eye hopping from 
one’ eye-socket of a skull to an- 
other. This’ is the sheer fantasy 
that reveals Disney at his best. 

The mere craftsmanship is an 
important element in the picture’s 
success. Using the technique that 
he tried out in “The Old Mill,” Dis- 
ney has achieved perspective ef- 
fects in his backgrounds and some 
of these are highly effective: And 
yet what Disney seems most in 
danger of losing in “Snow White

and the Seven Dwarfs” is the thrill 
that comes from good caricature, 
from its economy, humor and in- 
sight, 

The picture relies heavily on con- 
ventional photographic movie prac- 
tice. Not only are camera angles 
copied but the entire treatment 
seeks to approach the cameraman’s 
work. The characters are more 
Hollywood than story-book. Snow 
White, looking like Colleen Moore, 
suggests Deanna Durbin in vocal 
ability; the Prince resembles Clark 
Gable at a distance, although Clark 
can’t sing anything like that well. 

The dwarfs are much like estab- 
lished movie clowns—the sneezing 
comedian, the sour comedian, the 
stuttering comedian, the happy 
George Barbier type. Only Dopey, 
the little idiét who wears floppy 
clothes, seems to have an identity 
of his own and even he has a slight 
counterpart in a bit player in 
“Sally, Irene and Mary.” 

In the very excellence of its 
craftsmanship, “Snow. White and 
the Seven Dwarfs” reveals a defi- 
ciency. The little Princess and the 
Wicked Queen look so_.real that 
they cease to be good cartoons and 
become poor photographs. Their 
lips have been. drawn to match 
their speeches remarkably well, but 


so well that the “jumpiness” of the* 


images recalls the earliest camera 
work on the screen. I have no 
doubt that Pauline Frederick and 
Zeffie Tilbury, as the Queen before 
and after her transformation, would 
have been more convincing. 

Tampering with the story is slight, 
all considered, although some 
younger members of the populace 
may not forgive the Hollywood 
touch to the finish, where the “first 
kiss of love” cures Snow White of 
her indigestion of a poisoned apple. 
Everybody knows, who has read 
the Grimms’ fairy tale, that Snow 
White's recovery was a mere acci- 
dent, that one of the pallbearers 
tripped over a tree stump and 
shook the bite of apple out of her 
mouth, 

And again, the wicked Queen 
made three visits to the Dwarfs’ 
cottage instead of one and trussed 
Snow White up in laces once and 
peddied her a poisoned comb an- 
other time before she handed her 
the apple. Still another item: The 
Queen didn’t fall off a cliff and 
break her neck but had to dance 
in red-hot shoes until she dropped 
down dead. This stuff is Shake- 
speare to some of us, Mr. Disney, 
and don’t you forget it. 


All that aside, however, it is 


great fun to see Dopey standing 
on Sneezy’s shoulders to do a shag 
dance with Snow White and the 
sneeze scene which follows is ter- 
rific. Many other moments are 
nearly as pleasant as this one. 

It would be foolish to classify 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs” as the greatest thing ever, 
for adults or for children. On this 
subject, parenthetically, Disney 
himself says, “We have never made 
pictures for children. That we do, 
is a popular fallacy. We'd soon go 
broke if we did. What we really 
strive for in our productions is to 
appeal to the child qualities which 
linger in every adult.” He's got 
us there and he probably knows 
just why “Snow White,” and the 
better works to follow it, will be 
imperishable for us all. 

While congratulations are being 
handed out, some should go to the 
management of the Ambassador for 
controlling the double bill impulse 
this week and including “Quintup- 
land,” the Dionne Quintuplets short 
subject, on the program. It is the 
ideal complement for the feature

tors for use throughout the Empire at a 


cost of millions of dollars. 


E had been delegated to nominate the 

manufacturer for the tractors, he said, 
and the whole scheme waited only on the 
initial funds necessary to start the ball roll- 
ing. He got the funds. 

Also he got a four-year sentence at hard 
labor. He was thrown into bankruptcy. His 
accounts showed overdrafts reaching to a 
high of $150,000. He completed the four- 
year sentence, lived quietly for a while, and 
then was sent back to prison for seven 
months for obtaining credit before dis 
charge from bankruptcy. 

He still maintains that he considered the 
manufacturers’ advance as a loan, and hoped 
to repay it by Ministry grants.

been agreed upon subject to approval by 
the courts, And while the university denied

him then as adviser and in the original 
purchase, and in the acceptance of his repre- 
sentations that the method was superior to 
all others. : 


WEN'S “take” from: the concern to fi- 

nance his persofial extravagances must 
have been heavy, and, by his own statement, 
he must have taken a considerable part in 
leading investors to sink their savings on his 
patents. 

“Many of my friends who helped me 
were wealthy men,” he has been quoted. 
“One judge put up £15,000. I was never 
able to repay him. The head of a big 
chemical group sank a small fortune. Mem- 
bers of the peerage sold good stocks to in- 
vest in my sugat-beet schemes. i 

“They regarded them as first-class secur- 
ity because of my association with Oxford 
University and the Government. My fam- 
ily, particularly my father, plunged. to their 
sorrow... 

When these investors sought redress, the 
whole brunt of the claim fell upon the uni- 
versity through a combination of circuin- 
stances which the London Times described 


editorially as singularly 
unfortunate. Of the 
three parties concerned, 
“Owen was the first,” 
as the Times remarked. 
But he was bankrupt 
and in prison; no re- 
covery was possible 
from him. The second 
party was a Govern: 
ment Depattment, 
which could not be 
sued in an action of 
this kind. The univer- 
sity was left as “the 
only practicable de- 
fendant, and was sued 
for the total amount 
of the damages for 
which all three parties 
might in different de- 
grees be held to be 
liable.” 


In explanation of the 


secrecy with which’ the 
negotiations had neces- 
sarily been handled, 
Vice-Chancellor 
say not. only pointed 
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Lind 
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out that the case had been under judicial 
consideration, but disclosed that the claim- 
ants had asked for strict confidence, with 
the approval of university counsel. Thus he 
was unable to seek advice outside the at- 
torneys and those members of the Council 
most directly concerned, so that the burden 
of making a decision, inherited from a 
series of, predecessors, was particularly 
onerous—and, as others remarked, had been 
discharged with exemplary courage. 

“It is, of course, obvious,” Mr. Lindsay 
told the Congregation, “that it is a blow 
to the university to have to spend so large 
a sum for the settlement of this action; that 
its finances will suffer cannot be denied; 
but, as the action has been hanging over 
the head of the university now for nearly 
seven years, it has been possible to make 
arrangements which will prevent the disclo- 
cation of its normal activities. 

“And, as stated above, the university is 
in communication with the Ministry of 
Agriculture in regard to the possibility of a 
contribution by the Ministry towards the 
sum in question.” 

This correspondence could have no weight 
at law, in some parallel with a more momen- 
tous situation in the United States which, 
accotding to a famous pronouncement there, 
lay “upon the conscience of the sovereign.”

©677T would be too much, perhaps,” com- 

mented a leader in the Times, “to say 
that Owen was pressed upon Oxford by a 
Government Department; but their intimate 
collaboration is not likely to be disputed, 
and indeed the Ministry of Agriculture 
crops up throughout the story, down to the 
point when only a constitutional objection 
prevented it from being cited as one of the 
defendants. 

“There can be little doubt in the cir- 
cumstances that the Vice-Chancellor's ap- 
peal for a contribution toward the settlement 
will be considered by the Ministry with the 
sympathy which it certainly deserves.” 

As for Owen, who was enjoying life at 
Cannes when the law caught up with him 
seven years ago, he is, he says, “hiding 
away from all the people who once knew 
me in a cottage in the country.” 

“Although they have taken my degtees 
and distinctions,” He asserts, “they can't 
take away the knowledge which is still in my 
brain, I shall begin again.” 

And for Oxford, “From beginning to 
end,” quoting the Times leader again, “it 
has been a chapter of ill luck, due to the 
tragic moral failure of one individual, and 
causing infinite labour and distress to a 
number of hard-working people who had 
better things to do. They may well be 
thinking this morning that there was a cert- 
tain grim humour in Alfred Godley’s famous 


Ode on the Rhodes benefaction: 


Blest spot! where childlike learning sits 
Remote from worldly cares, 

And leaves to skilled financiers its 
Pecuniary affairs. 


The tragedy of the Owen case is that for 
something like a decade the authorities of 
Oxford have never for a moment been 
remote from the worldly cares which were 
heaped upon them by one unscrupulous

WASHINGTON. 
HIS is the epic of the 
most august of all gases. 
Alone among the 92 ele- 
ments, it boasts a line- 
age—in human annals— 
stemming not from earth, 
but from the incandes- 
cent chromosphere of the 
sun. That is possesses 
signal value as a thera- 
peutic agent was discovered three years 
ago; but the fact remains unfamiliar to the 
public and probably to the medical profes- 
sion in general. Success in its use is re- 
ported in 90 out of 100 treatments. This fig- 
ure becomes striking in view of the circum- 
stance that the gas, on account of its cost, 
has until the present been administered 
chiefly in last resort cases, when all other 
means have failed. With ample stocks now 
to be placed on sale by the Government at 

a reasonable price, it bids fair to win uni- 

versal recognition as one of the most potent 

life-saving resources at the command of the 
healing art. 

On October 20, 1868, Sir J. Norman Lock- 

-_ yer, a noted astrophysicist, studying the co- 
lossal bursts of fiery gas jetting from the 
sun's periphery, was startled to find in the 
spectrum a brilliant yellow line between the 
double band of sodium and the green area 
of the field. After exhaustive experiments, 
he grew convinced that the golden streak 
was an element existing in the sun, but un- 
known on earth. He christened the new 
substance with the name of helium, after the 
Greek word “helios,"’ meaning the sun. 

By the narrowest of margins, Dr. W. F. 
Hildebrand of the United States Geological 
Survey missed in 1891 the distinction of dis- 
covering helium on earth. But it was his 
work which four years later inspired Wil- 
liam Ramsay, an English chemist, to under- 
take the recovery of argon from a uranium- 
bearing mineral named cleveite. He suc- 
ceeded; and to his astonishment found in 
the spectrum not only the band of argon, 
but the flaming yellow line characteristic of 
helium. 

Later in the same year Professor H. Kay- 
ser of the University of Bonn determined that 
helium exists in the atmosphere in the pro- 
portion of one to 185,000 volumes, and also 
discovered that minute traces of the element 
occur in gases discharged from mineral 
springs. Until 20 years ago, helium re- 
mained a laboratory treasure. Today the 
Bureau of Mines is producing millions of cu- 
bic feet per year, at an operating cost of 
leas than a cent per cubic foot. 

Even with the small quantities at their 
disposal, scientists were able at once to ex- 
plore the characteristics of helium. It is col- 
orless, odorless and tasteless; non-inflam- 
mable and non-explosive. It is non-poison- 
ous in the general acceptance of the term; 
but a person breathing pure helium would 
die in a few minutes of asphyxia. 

It was found also that helium possesses 
significant qualities of its own. It is lighter 
than any gas save hydrogen, its buoyancy 
in the air being 92.64 per cent of the latter's; 
and was recognized from the first as ideal 
for inflating balloons—if only sufficient 
quantities could be obtained. 

The minuteness of the helium molecule is 
partly responsible for its extraordinary pow- 
ers of diffusion; and upon that fact is based 
largely its efficacy in the treatment of ob- 
structions in the throat and lungs. Helium 
readily penetrates into recesses and through 
orifices at the entrance of which nitrogen 
would be blocked. It was further de- 
termined that helium is a decomposition 
product of radium emanation. Its atoms are 
particles of the alpha ray which have lost 
their electric charges. 

The momentous discovery that helium 
sometimes occurs in natural gas—a fact 
leading eventually to its quantity production 
—was made in 1903 at Dexter, in Cowley 
County, Kansas. 

This event lay forgotten until the United 
States entered the World War. Airships in-

field, in Clay County, Texas, for the first 
large-scale production of helium in the 
world. Three processing plants, one at Pe- 
trolia and two at Fort Worth, were set up. 
After yielding 46,000,000 cubic feet of he- 
lium, the field became exhausted in 1929. 

Meanwhile the Government had acquired, 
among other tracts held as yet in reserve, 
50,000 acres of land in Potter County, Texas. 
In its subterranean caverns, three-fifths of a 
mile deep, engineers calculate there are 
more than a hundred billion cubic feet of 
natural gas, of which 1,800,000,000 are he- 
lium. Seven miles west of Amarillo a plant 
was erected with a maximum capacity of 
25,000,000 cubic feet per year. So far, the 
United States is the only country in the 
world in which helium-bearing gases have 
been found in amounts sufficient for quan- 
tity production. The largest output during 
one year was 15,000,000 cubic feet in 1932. 


HE superior efficiency of Government 

to private ownership has been re- 

flected in a staggering decline of 
production costs. The Fort Worth plants 
were operated by private concerns under 
the jurisdiction first of the Navy Department 
and then of the Bureau of Mines. During 
the early part of 1921 it cost $486.31 to 
manufacture 1000 cubic feet of helium. By 
1932 the Government-owned plant at Ama- 
rillo was producing the same volume at an 
expense of only $7.10. The average for sev- 
en years ending June, 1936, was $8.84. It 
is estimated that at maximum capacity the 
Amarillo plant could produce helium at $4 
per 1000 cubic feet. The only private manu- 
facturer of helium in the country is at pres- 
ent the Girdler Corporation of Louisville, 
Kentucky. It has been charging $30 for 220 
cubic feet—-cn amount which the Govern- 
ment produces at a cost of less than $2. 
The availability of helium to the physician 
was foreshadowed by experiments con- 
ducted at the Carnegie Institute in Wash- 
ington during 1920, It was demonstrated 
that the roots of sweet peas cease to grow 


in air containing less than 1.5 per cent of — 


oxygen, but that growth continues with only 
half of one per cent of oxygen when helium 
is substituted for nitrogen. In other words, 
oxygen can do three times the work when 


divorced from its ponderous partner in nat- 


ural air and united with the nimbler element 
of helium. 

The idea of compounding an artificial at- 
mosphere, with helium replacing nitrogen, 
occurred to several minds around 1922. One 
was Elihu Thompson, a noted inventor. An- 
other was Charles Cooke, an Englishman. 
The first practical work was conducted by 
Dr. Royd BR. Sayers, who was then Chief 
Surgeon of the Bureau of Mines, and his as- 
sistant, William P. Yant, in collaboration 
with Joel H. Hildebrand, professor of chem- 
They

atmosphere after exposure to compressed air 
in mines, tunnels and diving. 

It was learned that animals can thrive 
for indefinite periods in helium-oxygen air. 
Then the compound was inhaled by the in- 
vestigators for periods as long as two hours 
without biological harm, except that, by a 
curious freak, the voice was temporarily al- 
tered in quality and raised in pitch. Say- 
ers and Yant were the first human beings to 
breathe artificial helium atmosphere. With 
Professor Hildebrand, they took out a basic 
patent on this synthetic air. They have not 
gained, and did not expect to gain, a dollar 
from the invention. The step was taken so 
that the Government, under the principle of 
shop rights, would own the process, and

private enterprisers could never exact roy- 
alties on it from the public. 

The scene now shifts to the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia Uni- 
versity, one of the institutions comprised in 
New York's Medical Center. Among the 
members of the college staff is Dr. Alvan 
L. Barach. Early in 1934 he was moved to 
demolish a theory then current, to the effect 
that the rare gases of the atmosphere, such 
as argon and neon, are essential to the 
preservation of life. In the course. of his 
victorious experiments, he came into pos- 
session of a cylinder of helium, and was 


‘struck by two of its characteristics—its ex- 


treme lightness and remarkable diffusitivity. 

It so chances that Dr. Barach is a spe- 
cialist in diseases obstructing respiration. 
He invented the first practicable oxygen tent, 
and devised a new and superior method for 
ventilating oxygen chambers. As a com- 
petent physicist, he was familiar with two 
well-known laws—that the force necessary 
to transport a gas is proportional to its den- 
sity, and that the diffusion of gases through 
very fine orifices is proportional to the 
square roots of their densities. From this 
starting point he worked out mathematical 
formulae indicating that an atmosphere com- 
posed of oxygen and helium can be pro- 
pelled by one-third the energy required by 
natural air, and that the penetrative powers 
of a helium-oxygen mixture through minute 
apertures and into microscopic recesses are

twice those of atmosphere containing ani- 
trogen. 

As it did not occur to him, unfortunately, 
to consult the recent literature concerning 
helium, he was totally unaware of the ex- 
periments conducted by Dr. Sayers and his 
colleagues, an account of which had been 
published in 1925. Therefore Dr. Barach 
was put to the trouble of duplicating part of 
their work, in particular the tests relating to 
the safety of helium air. He spent four 
months in laboratory research, during which 
it was proved that human beings, without 
organic damage, can subsist for weeks in a 
mixture of 20 per cent oxygen and 80 per 
cent helium. 

It was found requisite to devise a posers 
apparatus for the administration of helium 


‘air. Some features, to be sure, were taken 


over from the oxygen tent, among them a 
gauge to reduce the pressure in the gas 
cylinder from 2000 pounds per square inch 
to one slightly above that of the atmosphere, 
and another to regulate the proportion of 
oxygen, which sometimes had to be raised 
to 35 per cent. Retained also was a cham- 
ber of ice and water to cool the gas to 60 
degrees and upwards to 75; otherwise it 
would be made uncomfortably hot by the 
temperature of the body. 

The oxygen tent soon proved impractic- 
able, because the volatile helium, even 
when a rubber blanket was spread under 
the sheets, tended promptly to escape 
through the mattress. So alternative devices 
of mouth piece and mask were contrived for 
brief inhalations of helium air, while a hood 
with a content of two cubic feet was worked 
out for continuous administration of the mix- 
ture, during three or four nights and days. 
The hood has walls of transparent plasto- 
ceal, a cellulose acetate; a neck piece of 
helium-proof rubber fabric, and airtight 
sleeves through which the patient may be 
tended without opening the hood. —

At the beginning of 1935, Dr. Barach trans- 
ferred his activities from laboratory to clinic, 
taking with him one salient item of informa- 
tion, This is that helium in itself has ap- 
parently not the slightest curative or med- 
icinal properties, though some asthma pa- 
tients, for reasons not yet discovered, tend 
to be immune to the disease during consid- 
erable periods after breathing helium air for

three or four days. Its inestimable service 
is that of liberator to the life-giving element 
of oxygen. This gas is so puissant that it 
cannot be breathed for long in a pure state 
without danger, and must be diluted with an 
inert gas. Freed from the smothering weight 
of nitrogen and joined with an agile sub- 
stance like helium, oxygen redoubles its en- 
ergy. presses through openings otherwise 
impenetrable and darts into remote tissues 
theretofore unattainable. 

With a reminder that expense has until 
now limited treatment chiefly to life or death 
cases, certain maladies were obviously ear- 
marked for helium therapy. First among 
these was asthma, which, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, can kill, especially in the ab- 
normally virulent form. of status asthma. 
Violent bronchial spasms may tire out the 
heart or paralyze the respiratory nerve cen- 
ters; or else constriction of the air pass- 
ages may upset the delicate balance of 
pressure between the interior of the lungs 
and the outside atmosphere, until the result- 
ing vacuum within the lungs fatally rends 
their tissues. The specific for the malady 
is adrenalin. It has been the rule not to 
summon the aid of helium unless the pa- 
tient displays adrenalin tolerance—or shows, 
that is, no reaction to this dynamite-like 
stimulant extracted from kidney glands. The 
theory is that helium carries oxygen through 
bronchial tubes and into lung recesses shut 
to natural air, and that the mixture’s light- 
ness abates by one-half to one-third the 
heart's labor in propelling breath. 

Next came diphtheria in the extreme stage 
when closing of the throat menaces the pa- 
tient with strangulation and the traditional 
resort is tracheotomy—or opening a breath- 
ing passage from the throat into the wind- 
pipe by surgical means. Not the least of 
this operation's disadvantages is that it is 
frequently followed by bronchicl pneumonia. 
Here again it was found that helium was 
able to transport oxygen through such mi- 
croscopic channels that tracheotomy was 
often averted. It proved similarly ejfica- 
cious in other instances of clamping down in 
the throat, such as croup, streptococcus 
larynx and the swelling that may result 
from the presence and removal of foreign 
bodies like pins. In a few cases of cancer 
of the larynx or thyroid helium air has been 
employed to keep the patients going until 
X-ray therapy becomes practicable. 

In the last three years 100 such cases, of 
which three-fourths were of asthma, have 
been treated with helium air at the Medical 
Center. Dr. Barach and his aids report that 
numerous lives, apparently doomed, were 
preserved. Some allowance should be made 
for the enthusiasm of pioneer workers, and 
it should clearly be understood that up to 
now helium therapy has not been proved to 
be a permanent cure for anything, but sim- 
ply a measure of emergency relief. 

Dr. Barach's work has been to some extent 
publicized in medical journals, but the cost 
of helium—whereby hangs a tale—has un-

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How the Hungarian Lieutenant, Who Shot 
Down the Emperor’s Emissary in the Stormy 
Days Following the Austrian Defeat, — 
Unknowingly W ooed and Won the Girl 
Outside His Window.

old state prison. There was no doubt but 
that the prisoner was an accomplished mu- 
sician. With almost clocklike regularity he 
played every day for an hour after supper. 
On still summer nights the music could be 
heard quite easily in a house near the 
prison wall. And on these nights a quiet, 
attractive little girl was listening with rap- 
ture until the last note. 

As she grew older, Rose Ssenicsan rea- 
lized that the music had become a part of 
her life and began to wonder more and 
more about the unseen violinist. By the 
time she was 13, her interest in the violinist 
was almost an obsession. She worshiped 
him as her playmates worshiped the mov- 
ing picture stars. He became a mystical 
sort of hero to her. She visualized him as a 
good man.

Subtly, under the guise of childish naivete, 
the questioned various townspeople who 
worked at the prison.

At first she was shocked to learn that he 
had killed a man. But, after she was in- 
formed of full details, it did not seem so bad 
to her. It had been a political assassina- 
tion. Her hero had really been involved in 
a sort of St. George and the dragon incident, 
she told herself. The story was in the old 
newspaper files. She absorbed it. 

Tibor was a dashing lieutenant of 22 
when the Austro-Hungarian Empire began to 
crumble in October, 1918, as the Allies 
pushed home their victorious drive on all 
fronts. The vast majority of the Hungarian 
people was crying for peace. Many of them 
felt that Count Stephen Tiazga, former Pre- 
mier of the Hungarian Parliament, was the 


sole obstacle in the way of peace. There | 


was no doubt in the minds of many that he 
was still the exponent of the iron-fisted 
imperialistic policy. To thim was ascribed 
the guilt of having taken a part in the fo- 
menting of the World War. Emperor 
Charles had replaced him in 1917 with a 
more moderate man and Tisza had gone to 
Budapest to live in retirement. 


UT in September, 1918, shortly after 

the decisive defeat of the Austro- 

Hungarian troops on the Piave, the 
Emperor had Tisza sent to Bosnia to counter- 
act the peace movement which was spread- 
ing like wildfire. 

A delegation of Bosnians, heartily in favor 
of breaking away from the empire and 
suing the Allies for peace, met him. 

Tisza was boiling, but 
he sought to keep control 
of himself. Bluntly, he de- 
clared that they were 
showing “Slav stupidity,” 
that the monarchy would 
live on, and that if they 
went on plotting “we will 
still have strength enough 
to destroy you.” Ungain- 
ly, tall and thin, the ex- 
Premier towered over the 
delegation as he made his 
short, savage speech, em- 
phasizing it here and 
there with flourishes of his 
riding whip. 

No doubt, Tisza’s de- 
termined stand on this 
occasion had much to do 
with hastening his doom. 
Not long after the irate 
speech, three young lieu- 
tenants, one of them Tibor 
Sztanykovsky, sat around 
a table and discussed 
when, where and how the 
fiery Tisza should be 
eased out of the picture. 
Tisza had come back to 
Budapest knowing that it 
was not unlikely he 
would meet death in this 
city seething with revo- 
lution that might break 
out at any minute. 
Tibor and his two compan- 
ions felt that the task was 
easy. Tisza‘s villa in the 
Herminenstrasse was pro- 
tected by eight gendarmes 
but the conspirators under- 
stood that that would 
make little difference. All 
they had to do was to 
wait for “the word.” 


Tibor and his two friends received “the 
word” on October 31. They were so sure 
of themselves that they went in uniform and 
armed with service rifles instead of pistols. 
They strode past the gendarmes without a 
word. They cut across the garden. Their 
boots rang on the stone steps of the villa. 
Count Tisza, in the drawing room, had seen 
them coming. He tried to persuade his wife 
and his sister-in-law, Countess Almassy, to 
leave. They tried to persuade him to flee. 
Neither he nor they would leave. With a 
sigh, he took a revolver from a desk 
drawer. A few steps more and they 
confronted Tisza. His wife stood to one 
side of. him and his sister-in-law on the 
other.

“Gentlemen, what is it you wish?” asked 
the Count.

“It is your fault that millions of men have 
died, for you caused the war,” one of the 
officers shouted at Tisza. 

"It is your fault,” another cried, “if I 
suffered four years in the trenches, and if 
my wife was unfaithful.”

With his revolver still unfired, the Count 
fell almost at the feet of the women, moan- 
ing, “I am dying. It had to be.” His wife 
threw herself on his body. Before the as- 
sassins had walked out of the house he was 
dead. The lieutenants left the grounds and 
a few minutes later the gendarmes also 
walked away. That was the day that revo- 
lution broke out. The Soldiers Council took 
over practically all the strategic points in 
Budapest. Premier Hadik resigned. The 
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tmperor appointed Count Karolyi. Two 
weeks later the Hungarian People’s Re- 
public was prociaimed, with full powers en- 
trusted to the Cabinet of which Karolyi was 
Premier. He was prociaimed President on 
January 11, but in the following March he 
had to hand over the government to the 
Soviet of Bela Kun. Five months later 
there was a nationalistic reaction that forced 
Bela Kun to flee. The Whites took control 
and began to hunt down the Reds. The mur- 
der of Tisza was recalled. The three assas- 
sins were quickly rounded up. Tibor and 
Stephen Dobo were sentenced to death. The 
third man, Alexander Huettner, was sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison. 

But the two lieutenants who were con- 
demned to hang had powerful friends. A 
few months later and their appeal resulted 
in a commutation of the death penalty to 20 
years in the State prison at Szeged. 

In the same year that Tibor began his 
prison term, Rose Szenicsan was born in the 
little cottage near the grim walls. It was 
14 years afterward that Rose decided she 
must meet the unseen violinist. Besides 
learning the story of Tibor, she had discov- 
ered that he had relatives in the town. With- 
in a few weeks she had struck up an ac- 
quaintance with them. Carefully, she culti- 
vated their friendship. 


NE day she learned that Tibor was 
() married. The world seemed to tum- 
ble about her and she felt she was 
going to faint, but in the next sentence the 
relative added that Tibor's wife had ob- 
tained a divorce soon after he entered pris- 
on. That evening, Rose thought that the strains 
of the Traumerei had never sounded sweeter. 
Knowing that Tibor’s relatives were al- 
lowed to visit him every three months, Rose 
pleaded and begged until they consented to 
take her with them. Thus, Tibor and Rose 
met for the first time. She was a thin, lanky 
school girl of 14 with big soulful eyes. 
He was a gaunt man of 36, the prison pal- 
lor on his face and his hair prematurely 
grayed. Tibor, although he regarded her as 
a child, was touched by her visit. She, on 
the other hand, was more deeply than ever 
in love with him. She decided that she 
would marry him. 

Through her acquaintance with the prison 
employes, she managed to have letters to 
him delivered directly instead of passing 
through the Censors. Every third month she 
went to visit him. 

In December, 1937, when he had only 
three more years to serve, a pardon was de- 
livered to Tibor. A prison employe carried 
the news to Rose. 

The next day, when Tibor walked out of 
the prison a free man, Rose met him at the 
gate. Setting down his violin case and the 
white cat, he embraced her. Arm in arm, 
they walked along until they came to a tav- 
ern. They went in and sat down at a 
table. The proprietor hurried over and 
clasped Tibor by the hand. He had been a 
brother officer 20 years ago. The two men 
and the girl talked together as though they 
had known each other for years. 

Tibor and Rose confessed that they 
wanted to marry at once. But that would 
take money and they had none. The tavern 
keeper laughed, slapped Tibor on the back 
and told him that he had a job—he was 
down on the tavern payroll as first violinist. 
Three days later, Tibor was alternating be- 
tween his violin and dancing with his bride 
at their wedding dinner.

OMBSTONE, the sleepy, 
most romantic, most no- 
torious Ghost City in 
America which has for 


Too Tough to Die” has 

lived up to that boast 

for almost 60 years. Less 

than a dozen of those 

years were periods of 

affluence and tremendous prosperity. The 

rest of them have been drowsy—not death- 

ly, the Tombstone Chamber of Commerce 

impresses upon every visitor—ones for the 

population which dwindled, or rather shrunk 

overnighi, from 15,000 in the boom days to 

the present 1000 or so hopeful souls who 

are banking all against the day when the 

water will, somehow, be drawn out of the 

mines and make it possible to dig out the 

millions of dollars worth of silver which are 

known to be there, — $00 feet down in 
the earth. 

Great mining ee ee have directed the 

spending of millions of dollars which have 


been sunk in an endeavor to bail the water | 


cut which a miner started flowing with his 
pick in 1885. That was only six years after 
the first mine, the Tombstone, was discov- 
ered by the hardy prospector, Ed Schief- 
felin. Some rich surface holes like the “mil- 
lion dollar stope,” back of the old court- 
house, at Fifth street, between Allen and 
Freemont, kept things going for another half- 
dozen years. And Tombstone, the magnifi- 
cent, was the county seat of Cochise County. 
Court days and county business brought in 
something to. keep the town awake but it 
finally drowsed off and eventually the 
judges and the sheriff and the other county 
officials looked for a livelier spot and Tomb- 
stone awoke one morning, to discover that 
it was no longer the county seat. Even that 
honor had departed and now the old brick 
courthouse, built in 1688, is dark and de- 
serted. 

Mining is not entirely dead in Tombstone. 
Last month 20 carloads of silver ore were 
shipped to the smelters. Many of the pres- 
ent Tombstoners eke out a living from the 
parts of the old mines that are above water. 
The owners of some of the various holes in 
the ground get 20 per cent of what comes 
out, the miners take the rest and manage 
to make day wages out of it. That and the 
tourists keep Tombstone alive. 

But if Tombstone and its past glories faded 
away with the Earps and the Doc Hollidays 
and the Clanton boys and the other pro- 
fessional good and professional bad men it 
got a touch of the old life just the other night 
when the once famous and now slightly re- 
juvenated Crystal Palace Saloon which is 
siill operating at Fifth and Allen streets— 
a location which in the early ‘80s roughly 
corresponded to New York's Broadway and 
Forty-second street—was broken into at mid- 
pight by robbers who blew open the an- 
cient iron safe behind the mahogany bar 
and departed safely with $400. They got 


away, not on cow ponies, but in a car. 
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Crystal Palace Saloon—past and present. 


Such a crime would not have been pos- 
sible in the old days of Tombstone. Any 
midnight in 1881 the Crystal Palace was 
ablaze with dozens of oil lamps and Allen 
street, the great thoroughfare, was alive 
with citizens. If Tombstone retired at all in 
those boom days it is not a matter of record. 
Certainly it did not retire at midnight when 
life in and around the Crystal Palace was 
just beginning to warm up. The theft of 
a paltry $400 would have stamped the 
marauder as a petty larceny burglar. The 
bad men of Tombstone might—and did— 
hold up a stage coach and set back the 
Wells Fargo outfit some $80,000 or drive off 
a herd of 500 cattle into the Mexican fast- 
ness a few miles away. But $400, paugh! 
That was chicken feed in Tombstone in 1881 
and Curly Bill, Tom and Frank McLowery, 
Tex Howard and Dan Kelly were not in the 
chicken business. Just in passing it might 
be remarked the $400 is a lot of money in 
Tombstone today. 

One other event last month brought back 
the glories of the past for a day or so 
Quong Kee died and was buried, with 
pomp and ceremony in one o} America’s 
famous cemeteries, Boothill graveyard 

Quong Kee was the last of the town’s 
once famous Chinese colony, the best chef 
the place ever knew and the proprietor of 
one of Tombstone’s great cafes in the ‘80s. 


ers and their constant companion, 

the consumptive, frail, quick-shoot- 
ing dentist from Georgia, Doc Holliday, well. 
Their deadly enemies, the Clantons and the 
McLowerys, were patrons of his place. He 
saw the famous duel in the O. K. Corral 
‘between the two clans which ended with all 
but one of the Clanton crowd being carried 
out to Boothill where they still lie. He wit- 
nessed other killings, for which Tombstone 
was noted, but through all of the shootings 
he went about his business of frying ham 
and eggs and other delicacies and no 
amount of turmoil, no rain of bullets ever 
caused him a moment's anxiety or even a 
change of expression. Shooting was the 
white man’s business. Cooking was his. 
Let both stick to their own occupation. 

Quong Kee made a fortune but he 
died at 86—not at 96 as his temporary head- 
stone in Boothill announces—-a pauper. He 
stuck to Tombstone to the end and his money 
faded away with the town. 

But when he died a few weeks ago in 
the county hospital at Douglas where he 
had been taken after being found uncon- 
scious on the floor of his poor home in 
Tombstone, his body was hastily sent to 
Bisbee and thrown into a rude grave in the 
pauper's cemetery. Tombstone got news the 
next day and a fund was quickly raised to

bring Quong Kee home and give him the 


burial fitting his standing. 

There had not been a burial in the de- 
serted Boothill graveyard for 32 years. 
Oddly the last person buried there was a 
Chinese woman and Quong Kee had often 
expressed a wish to be buried beside her. 
It ia unlikely that a new grave will ever 
again be opened in Boothill. 

Although his friends of the early shooting 
days had long since departed—many of

them having preceded him to Boothill— 
Quong Kee did not lack later admiters to 
march in his funeral cortege. Three hundred 
persons walked behind the motor hearse 
from Tombstone to Boothill and among the 
pallbearers was the chairman of the Arizona 
State Tax Commission and other prominent 
men. The Rev. Rupert Wirt of St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church of Tombstone conducted 
the services at the grave, assisted by Ronald 
Bridges, pastor of the Congregational 
Church. Let us quote from the account of 
the funeral as published in the Tombstone 
Epitaph, Tombstone's famous fighting news- 
paper which grew up’ with the town with 


Thee, O Lord,’ 


Quong Kee and which has been fighting for 
Tombstone’s glory ever since the day it was 
born: : 

“The tones of brass instruments,” said the 
Epitaph, “muted and softened by the wind 
that swept the mesa and the wideness of 
the space surrounding old Boothill, sent a 
wordless prayer, ‘Abide With Me,’ as 
Quong’s casket was lifted from the hearse 
by the hands of his cousin and his friends, 
many of them lifelong. 

“‘Out of the deep have I called unto 
intoned the voice of the 
minister in the burial service.

parted brother,’ came the voice of the assist- 
ing pastor, which went on resonantly and 
impressively to recite the parable of the 
Good Samaritan. ‘We might call it the 
parable of the Good Chinaman,’ said Mr. 
Bridges, for this man whom we bury today 
had lived a life of service to the needy. 
The Chinese consider qll food medicine, 
something good for the body. Did Quong 
Kee think of himself as a physician when 
he offered good food to his friends? 

“*There is a Chinese proverb which reads, 
“A Chinese dies without regret if there is 
one man in all the world who knows his 
heart, a friend.” Quong Kee must have died 
happy. knowing that he had many friends.’ ” 

“Following the ministerial benediction, 
‘. » » and give thee peace, now and ever- 
more, the strains of ‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’ were a solemn accompaniment to the 
procession of the hundreds of friends of old 
Quong, as they filed around the open casket 
and laid sprigs of green or bouquets of 
flowers beside the quiet form of their 
friend.” 

Yes, Old Quong was gone. It was, as 
we have said, Boothill’s last burying for 
the graveyard has long been just a spot for 
tourists to visit. In Quong’s prime there 
was a funeral a day there generally, fol- 
lowing a shooting scrape, and the head- 
stones mark the final resting place of some 
of the West's most noted desperadoes. 

As you approach Tombstone from the 
West, the first notice you will have of your 
arrival in the city is a sign by the side of 
the road which bears the legend: — 


WELCOME TO TOMBSTONE 
And Boothill Graveyard. 


The sign runs on to tell who is buried 
there, confining itself to former prominent 
citizens who died with their boots on. For 


instance: “Tom McLowery, Frank McLowery, 


and Billie Clanton, Killed in Earp-Clanton 
Battle. Sept. 26, 1881"—"Dan Dowd, Red 
Sample, Tex Howard, Bill De Laney and 
Dan Kelly, Hanged Legally by Sheriff J. E. 
Ward for the Bisbee Massacre”—"John 
Heath, Lynched by the Bisbee Mob, Feb, 22. 
1884"——"M. R. Peel, Murdered in Charles- 
ton" -and so on. None of the Earps are 
there, nor is Doc Holliday. Of the five Earp 
brothers who made history with their six- 
shooters, only one of them met death in a 
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gun battle. They, and Holliday were ges 
erals—and “generals die in bed.” | 

It is perhaps appropriate to see Boothill 
before you see Tombstone, for here lie many 
of the town’s first citizens, the gentlemen 
who made the tough town really tough and 
died in so doing. Holliday, a cold-blooded 
killer (with the law usually on his side) 
went to live, and die, in Denver after he 
and Wyatt Earp decided it was best to 
leave Tombstone. 

Life was held cheaply in the days when 
Boothill was founded.

incredibly. full of knowledge. He is pre- 
cise and soft-spoken. The points he makes 
in arguments do not batter down or cut 
through defenses but seep in persuasively. 
His smallness, his softness, his slight lisp, 
the spectacles that always seem about to 
fall off, the, funny-looking goatee which 
caused fellow members of the House of 
Commons to give him the friendly nickname 
“Nanny"—all give a superficial and mis- 
leading impression of ineffectuality. He 
has had a tremendous influence on social 
and economic thought. 

The Webbs met in 1890. Sidney had pub- 
lished by that time his “Socialism in En- 
gland,” and Beatrice was well launched on 
a career as an investigator and writer in 
the fields of economics and sociology; she 
was soon to publish “The Co-operative 
Movement in Gerat Britain.” She had heard 
of him as a person who “knows every- 
thing.” After they met she put down in her 
diary—as disclosed in her autobiographical 
book “My Apprenticeship’’—this impression 
of him: 


¢ ¢ : REMARKABLE little. man with a 


huge head and tiny body, a 

breadth of forehead quite suffi- 
cient to account for the encyclopedic char- 
acter of his knowledge. A Jewish nose, 
prominent eyes and mouth, black hair 
somewhat unkempt, spectacles and a most 
gorgeous black coat shiny with wear. But 
I like the man. There is a directness of 
speech, an open-mindedness, an imaginative 
warm-heartedness which will carry him far. 
He has the self-assurance of one who is 
always thinking faster than his neighbors; 
who is untroubled by doubts, and to whom 
the acquisition of facts is as easy as the 
grasping of things, but he has no vanity and 
is totally unselfconscious. . . . Above ail, 


he is utterly disinterested, and is, I believe, 


genuine in his faith that collective control 
and collective administration will diminish, 
if not abolish, poverty.” 

In 1892 they were married, the quiet little 


man and the dynamic, imposing woman. ~ 


And there is good reason to believe that 
they have lived pretty happily ever after. 
Their kind of happiness probably wouldn't 
appeal to most people. It has come not 
only from being together but from working 
together with enormous industry and from 
subordinating everything to their common 
advocacy of Socialism. : 

They set up housekeeping at 41 Grosvenor 
road; in the central part of London, quite 
indifferent to the unfashionable location and 
deplorable architecture of their home. There, 
until their recent removal to Passfield Cor- 
ner, Liphook, Hants, they labored prodigious- 
ly and in superlative unison, one comple- 
menting the other, and there they main- 
tained one of Britain's most famous centers 
for the spread of Socialist doctrine. George 
Bernard Shaw, Graham Wallas and mony 
other noted Socialists gathered for talk at 
the Webb home, as did labor leaders, econ- 
omists, politicians and many young people 
who might some day be of consequence. 


It served on commissions and committees; 


- @ rather unfriendly account says, “Mr. and 


Mrs. Webb . . . hold the championship cups 
for both ‘singles’ and ‘doubles’ in minority 
report writing.” Sidney served on the Lon- 
don County Council for 18 years, was a 
Labor M. P. from 1922 to 1929, was president 
of the Board of Trade in the Labor Govern- 
ment of 1924, and was Secretary of State 
for Dominion Affairs and for the Colonies 
in the Labor Cabinet which took office in 
1929. It was in order to serve the Labor 
Government as its representative in the 
House of Lords that he allowed Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald to have him made 


~ Baron Passfield; he wasn't happy about it,

Together the Webbs helped develop the Lon- 
don School of Economics and Political Sci- 
ence and together they helped establish the 
Fabian journal The New Statesmen, from 
which has evolved the present New States- 
man and Nation. 


OING a good deal of the work on the 
dining room table, they turned out 
big, solid, factual books, including 

“The History of Trade Unionism,” “Industrial 
Democracy,” “A Constitution for the Socialist 
Commonwealth of Great Britain.” “Decay of 
Capitalist Civilization” and a series on local 
government in England. They worked under 
a daily regimen and they worked hard. 
They economized on comforts which to many 


people are very important but not to the 


Webbs—-food, for example. They were too 
interested in the work they were doing to 
give much attention to meals. They used to 
ride bicycles for recreation, later they turned 
to walking. Always a principal recreation 
has been talking—about Socialism. 

The Webbs have been called the prophets 
of a planned Socialist economy, and a lead- 
ing British authority on economics has said 
that they “have done more Socialist think- 
ing than any one since Karl Marx.” They 
themselves have said that their purpose was 
“to search into the facts of our social or- 
ganization, . . . devising and advocating 
measures by which the existing profit-mak- 
ing system may be replaced with the least 
possible friction . .. by a scientific reor- 
ganization of industry as a democratically 
controlled public service.” Their idea has 
been that the change should not come about 
through revolution, but through a gradual 
process arising from growing belief of the 


people in need for the change. They have 
tirelessly disseminated information and rea- 
soning in the hope that eventually the minds 
of the nation will be thoroughly permeated 
with Socialist principles. They have made 
common cause with any number of move- 
ments which seemed likely to further that 
process. Their policy has been based on

the Fabian “inevitability of gradualness.” 

When the Webbs went to Russia a few 
years ago they saw in operation essentially 
the economic system which they had en- 
visioned long ago. Of course it had come 
into existence in a way which they opposed; 
revolution as a preliminary to the establish- 
ment of a Socialist state was repugnant to 
their philosophy. But that phase was over, 
and they saw a State in which apparently 
the welfare of all the people had been sub- 
stituted for the profit motive, in which na- 
tional economic planning was being carried 
out on a vast scale, and in which the dicta- 
torship seemed to be trying to hasten the 
day when it could be supplanted by truly 
democratic government. Soviet Russia wel- 
comed them as prophets of the new day, 
and the Webbs later told the world, in writ- 
ings loaded with statistics, that the U. S. 
S. R. had proved that the system of private 
profit was not necessary. Their book, 
“Soviet Communism: A New Civilization?”, 
a two-volume work which reviewers spoke 
of as “monumental,” was notable for detail 
and systematic arrangement of its data. 

The Webbs have been criticised and ridi- 
culed, of course. Their asceticism, their 
unflagging industry, the earnestness with 
which they have planned and molded their 
lives to exclusive service of a cause, were 
bound to anhoy people who found happiness 
in a diversity of ways. These two persons 
who were chiefly, almost solely, concerned 
with the welfare of humanity, were said to 
lack “human” qualities. They were ac- 
cused of being indifferent to beauty in its 
many forms. It was said their principal in- 
terest in a person was for the use that 
might be made of him for their cause—that 
they had virtually no enjoyment of him in 
the ordinary way of friendship. It was said 
they had never experienced great vicissi- 
tudes, such as poverty and deep grief, and 
so dealt with human problems without 
warmth. There was complaint that they 
lacked charm and that they didn't feed 
guests very well. 

The Saturday Review prefaced an article 
on Sidney with the couplet 


A man whose eloquence has power 
To clear the fullest house in half an hour. 


H. G. Wells caricatured them in “The New 
Machiavelli” and had some uncomplimen- 
tary things to say of them in his “Experi- 
ment in Autobiography.” In the latter book, 
after speaking of their “unparalleled indus- 
try and insistence,” he remarks: “The Webb 
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BEATRICE and 
SIDNEY WEBB 


mentality was a peculiar one and it imposed 
itself with paralyzing effect upon the So- 
cialist movement in Britain.” Again: “Both 
the Webbs also I found very good, if an- 
tagonistic, stuff. Beatrice had (and has) a 
delightful way that is all her own, of throw- 
ing out bold general propositions about 
things in the most aggressive manner pos- 
sible. I should call her style of talk ex- 
perimental dogmatism. If you disagree, you 
say ‘Oh Nonsense!’ and restate her proposi- 
tion in a corrected form. Then she fights 
with unscrupulous candour and invincible 
good temper. Sidney is not nearly so ex- 
ploratory; his convictions are less vivid and 
plastic; his aim is rather persuasion than 
truth, he is politic rather than philosophical.” 

Wells, of course, has long been in dis- 
agreement with the Webbs’ conception of 
Socialism. It is interesting, if of no par- 
ticular importance, to note that Wells sub- 
titled his autobiography “Discoveries and 
Conclusions of a Very Ordinary Brain,” and 
that Beatrice, before her marriage, told her 
diary: “We (she and Sidney) are both of 
us second-rate minds.” 


ECOND-RATE or not, the minds of the 
Webbs have been enormously active 
and durable. In its-ability to grasp de- 
tail quickly, Sidney's is little short of 
phenomenal. He can flip through the pages 


of a long report and in a minute or so have 


learned everything of importance in it—and 
remember what he reads as long as he 
needs to. Neither of the Webbs is shy, and 
both seem to welcome critical consideration 
of their ideas. 

Beatrice has the human jrailty of liking 
to gossip occasionally, and is suspected of 
an inglination to manage other people's af- 
fairs. She has the distinction of having been 
long associated with Shaw without falling 
in love with him. 

It has been suggested that the Webbs, 
whose marriage has been childless, were 
brought together and have been held to- 
gether by their work and not by love for 
each other. There is good evidence that 
this is not true—that the famous pair of 
toiling thinkers have for 45 years been de- 
voted to each other as well as to Socialism. 
Shaw has told of their “incorrigible spoon- 
ing over their industrial and political 
science,” and of Beatrice’s concern for Sid- 
ney's safety. And Sidney has made no 
secret of his wish that death would come 
to both at the same time, so that there would 


be no separation.

N THE slums of Berlin, 
Paris, London and 
Rome, in the narrow 
back streets of Balkan

Such a 
line deletes the name of King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia from the list. 
The name of Mussolini has been

at the head of a list for years. 

When in London, one has only to 
drop around the corner in Soho and 
stroll into a cheap restaurant in order 
to be in a place where a murder club 
meets, according to William J. Makin, 
@ British journalist, who describes such 
a place in his book “Brigade of Spies,” 
published recently by E. P. Dutton and 
Company. In this dingy cafe, accord- 
ing to Makin, there generally sits a 
group of somewhat portly Italians 
reading the latest Corriere della Sera. 
The combined odors of cheap Chianti, 
stale macaroni and atrocious cigar- 
ettes render the atmosphere almost un- 
endurable to the few strangers that 
venture into the place. This atmos- 
phere, together with the looks bestowed 
on strangers, makes it seem quite obvi- 
ous that the place is not at all healthy 
for the uninitiated. The patrons are 
concerned particularly with the health 
of one man-——-Mussolini. They listen 
with apparent listlessness to the dron- 
ing radio which, they believe, is like- 
ly to announce the death of the dicta- 
tor at any moment. Occasionally one 
or another buys a ticket for Italy or 
some nearby country and disappears. 
The others sit waiting. Their conver- 
sation is a little more guarded. They 


atmosphere is murkier. Then comes word 
of another failure. But hope lives eter- 
nal in the breasts of these anti-Fascists. 

One of their former members whom 
they view as a martyr was Michele 
Schirru, a noturalized citizen of the 
United States. In 1931 he was sent to 
Rome with strict instructions to kill 
Mussolini at all costs. He was well 
provided with money and heavily 
armed. The vigilant Italian secret po 
lice received word. Late at night they 
hurried to a cheap hotel near the in- 
dustrial district of Rome. They knew 
that they were dealing with a man 
whose life meant little to him. They 
were cautious, but in the fight in the 
darkened corridors of the hotel, three 
of them fell before Schirru shot himself 
in the head. His attempt at suicide failed. 


S HE lay delirious in the hos- 
A pital, he gave away details of 

the murder club that met near 
Soho Square. Within a few hours 
of his confession the cafe was de- 
serted by his fellow members. No 
one was arrested there, but several 
suspects were rounded up in Italy. On 
May 28, 1931, Schirru was found guilty 
of plotting to kill Mussolini. Nine 
hours after conviction, Schirru was led 
into the court yard of Fort Braschi and 
strapped to a chair with his back to a 
firing squad of 24 men. A priest made 
a last attempt to approach Schirru. He 
shook his head at him. The priest 
stepped back. An officer gave two 
commands. At the second, 24 bullets 
smacked into the prisoner's back. But

first inhalation of the mixture. Relax- 
ation and sleep followed. Most of 
the night was spent in breathing he- 
lium air. In the morning the attack 
was definitely broken. Ministrations 
of the mixture continued during the next 
three days and nights, until] adrenalin 
intolerance was restored. A week later 
the patient was on his feet, and two 
weeks after that returned to work. 

In view of these cases, which could 
be multiplied manyfold, the history of 
the Government's supply of helium to 
the medical profession is scarcely ‘« 
cheerful one. An act of March 3, 1927, 
authorized the Department of the In- 
terior, after the needs of the Navy, 
Army and other Federal agencies had 
been satisfied, to sell or lease helium 
not exceeding 5000 cubic feet in any 
one year for the aid of commercial and 
scientific development combined. It is 
reported that up to 1936 the Govern- 
ment, through the Public Health Serv- 
ice, disposed of about 25,000 cubic feet 
to hospitals and physicians. This 
would have been sufficient to preserve 
two children a year from death of 
croup. 

During 1936, in response to loud out- 
cries from the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, the Public Health Service dis- 
tributed 25,000 cubic feet for therapeu- 
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tic use, enough to save the lives of 
two asthma sufferers per month 
throughout the country. Even this 
meager supply was stopped abruptly 
when it was found that the substitute 
Helium Act approved September 1, 
1937, contained an obscure amendment 
forbidding the Government to sel] any 
helium whatsoever until it acquired the 
properties of the Girdler Corporation, 
consisting of two  helium-yielding 
tracts of about 500 acres each near 
Dexter, Kansas, and Thatcher, Colo- 
rado. When this was written, negotia- 
tions had dragged along for nearly six 
months. But the prospect was that a 
trade would soon be closed, after 
which ample stocks for research and 
treatment at least of emergency cases 
in hospitals all over the country would 
become available. 

Pending that happy consummation, 
only wealthy patients have for the most 
part been able to take advantage of 
helium therapy. The Girdler Corpora- 
tion charges $30 for a cylinder of he- 
lium, which it sells to the Ohio Chem- 
ical and Maoaufacturing Company of 
Cleveland. This concern purifies the 
gas of volatile lubricating oil from the 
compressing pumps, adds 23 per cent 
of oxygen and sells the mixture at $35 
a cylinder of 220 cubic feet under a 
pressure of one ton per square inch. 

An asthma patient may consume four

cylinders of helium air in the process 
of recovery, at @ rate of one per day. 
The rental of the breathing apparatus, 
which Dr. Barach did not patent and 
which is sold at $400 by private manu- 
facturers, is $25 for the first day and 
$15 for each day succeeding. About 
300 pounds of ice, costing $2.50, are re- 
quired per day. So that helium cost 
may amount to from $52.50 to $62.50 a 
day, or approximately $210 for the pe-

it utter emphatic warnings against its 
promiscuous use by doctors and nurses 
not specially trained in the technique 
of its administration. Handling the 
breathing apparatus requires consider- 
able skill. What is desperately essen- 
tial is that the attendant must be able 


to determine the precise percentage 


of oxygen actually present at any mo- 
ment inside the tent or hood. A fall of 
only a few points may cost the pa- 
tient’s life from suffocation. The usual 
cylinder contains oxygen and-helium in 
the proportion of 23 to 77 parts. A de- 
cline of the proportion of oxygen to 
eight per cent may kill a healthy indi- 
vidual; and one to 12 or even 16 per 
cent may be fatal to an asthmatic suf.- 
ferer.

Makin writes that most of the mem- 
bers of these murder clubs are univer- 
sity men with degrees.

Therefore, the author says, 
they soon are ready to join a murder 
club and commit political homicide.

Berlin, Makin asserts, has 25 crim- 
inal organizations disguised under the 
titles of sports clubs or welfare socie- 
ties with an alleged membership of 
waiters, music hall artists, boxers, so- 
called commercial travelers and the 
like. Several times annually, balls, lot- 
teries and bazaars are held in order to 
increase the funds of the league and 
thus provide assistance for members in 
case of arrest, sickness or death. To 
these clubs the author attributes the 
assassinations of Mathias Erzberger, 
German Minister of Finance, and Wal- 
ter Rathneau, Foreign Minister, in the 
early 1920's.
